\ whole of Paris, Anna Gould, with her American 
} broad-minded helpfulness, seems to be the only 
benefactor to them. Thev receive three meals a 
day and are paid for the sewing which they are 
doing for the Red Cross. The Duchess has can- 
celled a promised visit to New York to remain ip 
Paris to work. 

The Duke of Talleyrand is a subject of France, 
| but his little son, 5 years old, the Prince of Sagan,

Duchess of Marlborough Busy. 
HE Duchess of Marlborough, who was Con- 
T suelo Vanderbilt, has been the moving 
spirit in London in organizing American 
assistance for the British seldiers. Her London 
home, Sunderland House, has been the center of 
activities which have brought about a magnificent 
hospital gift to Lord Kitchener, including the do- 
nation of the use of her country home near 
Torauay for the wounded men placed under the 
care of the American Red Cross. 

But in Budapest the Countess Lazlo Szechenyi, 
who was Gladys Vanderbilt, her cousin, is doing 
more for the Hungarian soldiers, by fate of war 
the sworn enemies of the British, than any other 
woman in Hungary. Her palace in the Andrassy 
boulevard, one of the most splendid in Budapest, 
which she remodeled regardless of expense a few 
years ago, was turned into a barracks during the 
period of mobilization and 650 men were quartered 
beneath its roof. It is now a Red Cross hospital. 
The Countess and the former Miss Daly, the wife 
of the Hungarian Count Sigray, are Red Cross 
nurses there, working tirelessly, going to the rail- 
road station to meet the soldiers as they pass 
through the city to the front, carrying baskets of 
food to hand to them in the trains and cheering 
them up with inspiring words. 

Both Count Szechenyi and Count Sigray joined 
their regiments at the outbrea of war, arriving 
in Hungary from the United States just in time. 
Sigray is reported among those captured by the 
Vussians and is said to be in the Russian military 
prison in Odessa. It is not long since he was at 
Newport, a guest of honor at the dinner parties.

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THE TRAGEDY OF THE HARVEST. _ 

Fitzpatrick’s cartoon on this page directs atten- 
tion to an overlooked but a somber and a signifi- 
cant figure in modern American life—the harvest 
hand. 

He is not today, as he was in happier times, the 
son of the neighboring farmer, nor the “hired 
man” working the year around upon the place, 
nor the vigorous youth from the nearby town, 
earning “college money’’ in the gathering of the 
grain. He is today one of an army of “occasional 
laborers” who wander up and down the land in 
search of temporary employment; men mostly 
without fixed habitations or families pr friendly 
ties other than those formed along the road; 
citizens disfranchised by their poyerty and home- 
lessness and so turned away from the old Ameri- 
can ideal toward new social doctrines which alarm 
the conservative and seem alien to our institu- 
tions. 

It is from the ranks of these men that the so- 
called “‘industrial armies,” which alternately ter- 
rify and are scourged by town aud village authori- 
ties, are recruited. It is they who are sowing 
across the continent, in the farthest grain fields as 
well as in the most crowded city factories, the 
imported practice of ‘‘sabotage’—doing injury to 
the employer’s property to force bim to pay wages 
satisfactory to the workers. For example, thresh- 
ing machines have been blown up in wheat fields 
all] over the farther Northwest this year. Men 


! discharged because they struck for $3 a day are 


found to have hidden handfuls of parlor matches 
inside the sheaves. When these are fed into the 
machine, the matches ignite, the dust explodes and 
the machine ig wrecked. 

Hot with wrath, local authorities deputize regi- 
ments of constables and they drive the offenders 
lon—to the next community. Political agitators 
camp with them, preach revolutionary doctrines, 
affright the’ timid natives with their strong talk, 
are arrested, jailed, raise the cry of ‘free speech 
suppressed’’; shots are fired, heads broken, vio- 
lence banishes reason—and nobody troubles to 
look beneath the surface and inquire what it all 
means, how it has come to pass and what can be 
done to put an end to it fairly. 

Early this summer the cry went up from the 

wheat-growing states of the West for harvest 
hands. State Labor Commissioners said 100,000 
men would be needed. Word went East, to ihe 
cities where many were idle, that here was em- 
ploymeht for them, af $3 a day, on wheat farms 
stretching north from Oklahoma to the Canadian 
border. Nobody troubled to calculate with ex- 
actness just how many men were needed in each 
state, and when. It happened that too many 
came—too many workers for the jobs. Farmers 
who were willing to pay $3 a day when it looked 
ux if they couldn't get men enough, were unwil- 
ling to pay more than $1.50 or $2 a day on a glut- 
ted labor market. 
These men had come, thousands of them, long 
distances; many riding the brakebeams under the 
freight cars, hungry, thirsty, ragged, semi-out- 
casts, eager to earn their bread by the hardest 
labor. Is it surprising that they very often re- 
jected offers of less than the $3 a day they were 
fed to-expect?. That, seeing the landowners as- 
--sured-of high prices for enormous crops, they re- 
sented being bought like cattle by the rule of sup- 
ply and demand? 

So the hundred thousand came—twice as many 
as the farms could use—and the superfluous ones 
found themselves regarded not as friends who had 
rallied to the rescue of the country’s crops, nor 
even as human beings entitled to a chance to earn 
their bread, but, in too many communities, as 
“dirty tramps,” “professional panhandlers,” “a 
social menace,” wild men deserving nothing bet- 
ter than to be driven, with gun and club, on to the 
next community. \ 

These men in winter ma&ke up the menacing 
army of the unemployed in cities. 

The nation has made a beginning of measures 
intended to end this brutally ignorant, wasteful, 
anti-social method of providing men for the har- 
vest. It has ordered labor agencies established in 
71 leading industrja] centers. The states should 
co-operate, by making thorough, intelligent 
studies of their labor supply and labor need; by 
putting crooked private employment agencies out 
of business and assuming rigid contro] of that 
business themselves; by guiding men where they 
are wanted and away from where they are not 
needed. 

Here is an army far better worth intelligent 
study by Americans than any now fighting in 
Pourope.

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COTTON SITUATION CLARIFYING.

If the 
hotel project interferes with the city’s plans he 
will abandon it and sell the land to the city at 
cost. Of course, the Busch property will have 
to bear a heavy share of the parkway tax.

“PILLORYING THE BANKS.” 

Pittsburgh Gazette-Times: The persistence 
with which Washington continues to nag the banks 
cannot but provoke suspicion that it is attempting 
either to produce a fictitious revival of trade and 
instil a conviction of its business solicitude in 
order to take the edge off a lack of faith in the 
efficacy of the administration’s economic policies 
to yield predicted favorable results.

On the Democratic side John C. Kar-

This conservative victory, in each 
party, political students declare, means: 

That the Wisconsin idea is a thing 
of the past in the home of its birth; 
That La Follette is apparently dis- 
credited at home and cannot have 

Wisconsin support in his 1916 cam- 

paign for the presidency: 


That if Wisconsin sentiment is in- 
dicative of that of the nation, ‘‘pro- 
gressivism” is a thing of the past. 

That a return of the nation to more 
conservative legislation and abandon- 
ment of radical policies is likely. 


- Supreme Ruler 12 Years. 

It is, according to Wisconsin senti- 
ment, a foretaste of what will happen 
soon in other states where La Follette- 
ism has been copied. 

Taken broadly, catastrophe has over- 
taken the reign of La Follette. Su- 
preme in political rule for a dozen years, 
the State at the September primaries 
hurled out La Foletteism, until the 
only chance of a La Follette success 
in the coming elections is through the 
placing in the field of an independent 
ticket, progressive in Character, with 
prugressive Democrats and Republicans 
in a fusion movement. 

The only important victory for the 
Frégressive wing of either party was 
the Republican nomination of Gov. F. E. 
McGovern, Bull Moose Progressive, for

roained with his following under the 
Republican title. 

And the foes of La Follette say Mo- 
Govern’s victory was less due to his 
own strength than to the fact that he 
was attacked by La Follette. The voters 
seemed to rise en masse to turn out of 
office every follower of Senator La Fol- 
lette, 

Two candidates on the Progressive 
slate for minor State offices were nom- 
inated, but almost the entire Legislature 
has been defeated in the primaries, anti- 
La Follette Senators and Assemblymen 
being nominated in nearly every instance 
over their Progressive opponents. 

Election Result Summary. 

Here, in brief, is a summary of the 
result of the election: 

E. L. Philipp. former conservative Re- 
publican leader, nominated for Gov- 
ernor on the Renvpublican ticket. Hig 
plurality over his nearest opponent is 
upward of 25,000. oe 

La Follette’s opposition to McGovern 
appears to have aided McGovern in run- 
ning ahead of the Philipp slate by 15,000; 
at least this is the one explanation by 
politicians of the fact that McGovern 
led the entire field of Progressives, all 
the remainder of whom were more or 
less favorably regarded by La Follette. 

John C. Karel, conservative Demo- 
crat, defeated John A. Aylward by 15,000. 

Paul Husting, so-called Wilson candi- 
date for United States Senator, defeated 
T. M. Kearney, the Karel running mate, 
by about 2000. 

In the four State offices Philipp men 
were victorious twice and La Follette 
men were successful in two contests. 

In the State Senate H. C. Martin, Pres- 
ident pro tem., one of the oldest La 
Folletté supporters, and Senators Teas- 
dale and Linley, floor leaders, were 
beaten, with seven other La Follette 
meni. 

In the Assembly the La Follette ma- 


the Democrats, conservatives and So- 
clalists, was reduced to a plurality of 
two over the conservatives alone. 

In the race for United States Senator, 
where La Follette bent his hardest ef- 
forts to defeat Gov. McGovern, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Thomas Morris, the La 
Follette candidate, was 25,000 behind Mc- 
Govern and 10,000 behind Bancroft, the 
Philipp candidate. 

Features of Campaign. 

Wisconsin is sated with Progressivism 
Since the Progressives began to take 
hold of Wisconsin affairs, the expense 
of State government has mounted, as 
judged by the taxes, from $2,000,000 a 
year to $12,000,000. 

In the face of this enormous burden 
of taxation, the taxpayers revolted, 
charged everything to the Progressive 
idea, defeated the Progressive Repub- 
licans because they have been in office 
a dozen years, and also defeated the 
Progressive Democrats because. they 
have been copying La Follette’s ideas ip 
their platform. 

The result cannot be taken as a re- 
pudiation of President Wilson. except In 
that Wilson, probably misinformed as 
to Wisconsin conditions, threw his in- 
fluence and patronage to the Aylward 
slate and was decisively beaten. 

The coming campaign will be marked 
by two notable features, the probable 
launching of a fusion Progressive tick- 
et, with a La Follette man for Gover- 
nor, and a Wilson Democrat for United 
States Senator, in the effort to prevent 
the election of either of the old party 
conservatives, Karel, Democrat, or Phil- 
ipp, Repyblican.

MISSOURI FACTORY 
PRUDUGTS IN YEAR 
OVER $600,000 000 


Official Figures Show Plants in 
That State Have 222,268 
Employes. 


JEFFERSON CITY. Oct. 3.—The 
high standing of Missouri as a manu- 
facturing Commonwealth is shown in 
figures given out today by Commission- 


er John T. Fitzpatrick of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Eleven thousand 
and twenty-nine factories and work- 
shops of the State, in the last fiscal 


year, turned out products worth $64,- 
613,832. 

In the output are included the prod- 
ucts of Missouri boot and shoe facto- 
ries, flour mills, packing houses, fur- 
niture factories, car shops, cotton gins, 
saw mills, pipe factories, smelters, har- 
ness shops, electric light plants, coop- 
erage factories and a hundred other 
classes of industries. The 11,029 facto- 
ries employed 222,268 wage and salary 
earners, consisting of 180,398 men and 
boys and 41,870 women and girls. There 
were also at work in these establish- 
ments 10,237 men and 625 women, who, 
owning the places they toiled in, did not 
draw salaries, but took the profits. No 
stockholders, or owners not employed 
are included. The army of 222,28 work- 


ers drew for their services, $124,671,422. 
Half of the manufacturing of the 
State is done in St. Louis. 


A bulletin prepared by Supervisor of 
Statistics A. T. Edmonston, states that 
the capital invested in the 11,02 es- 
tablishments is $429,490,249. Of this sim 
$130,787,969 is in buildings and grounds 
and $122,569,315 in machinery, tools and 
fittings. The raw material and sup- 
plies used were worth $389,770,763. There 
was paid out for rent, taxes and insur- 
ance $23,773,941 and $39,178,132 miscella- 
neously.

hospital in Berlin. Her husband and 
twe sons are in the army. 

The American colony of Berlin is 
working as arduously for the Kaiser 
as though its members were ai::tually 
his subjects. The American. church 
has been turned into a hospital. The 
American Woman's Club has been of- 
fered as an additional hospital. Every 
American home in that new and 
bright districa appropriated by the 
Americans around Wilmersdorff, is 
open at the slightest indication of 
need. The women are taking Red 
Cross lecture courses to make them- 
selves efficient nurses and they are 
taking charge of numerous bands of 
tiny children whose fathers are at 
war and whose mothers are doing 
the men’s work at home. 

Some of the distinguished officers 
of the British army, now in France, 
are preparing to fight the Germans 
elsewhere, are the husbands of wer- 
known American wives, women who 
shone brilliantly at court, but who 
shine less brilliantly amidst the 
sombre days of war. Lady Maxwell, 


‘the daughter of Charles Bonynge of 


New York and the wife of Lieutena#tt- 
General Sir John Maxwell, has ad- 
dressed a stirring speech to PEnglish- 
men, imploring them@to enlist, which 
has not ben equaled by anything 
else of the kind since was was A:- 
clared.

The Earl of Granard, Ogden Mills’ 
son-in-law, who was master of horse 
in King George’s household, has re- 
signed his ornamental position to be- 
come the Colonel of an Irish regi- 
ment enlisted for war. Viscount 
Acheson, the future Earl of Gosford, 
Ridgeley Carter’s son-in-law, is uw 
young veteran of the Boer War who 
has been called again to the colors 
of his King. Lord Ashburton, the 
husband of the former American 
Gayety actress, Frances Donnelly, is 
eurolled Captain of the Hunts’ Cari- 
bineers.

Yeomanry; the Earl of Suffolk, Daisy 
Leiter’s husband, is Captain of the 
Fourth Gloucestershire Regiment of 
Militia, called into active service; the 
Duke of Roxburghe, May Goelet's 
husband, is an officer of the Argyl 
and Sutherland Highlanders, while 
his brother, Lord Alastair Innes-Ker, 
husband of another of the Miss Breese 
of New York, is Lieutenant in the 
First Dragoons. 

Mrs. Waldorf Astor is taking great 
interest in all things associated with 
the sick and wounded who are arriv- 
ing at Plymouth from the war. She 
has arranged quite a number of mo- 
tor trips for the convalescent to Dart- 
moor, and at times her guests have 
numbered 60. She is almost a daily 
visitor at the hospitals and has been 
photographed setting out for a moor- 
land trip with sick and wounded of 
the Royal Scots Regiment and other 
forces at Plymouth. 

Mrs. Lewis Harcourt—Miss Ethel 
Burns—the American wife of the dis- 
tinguished Cabinet Minister, is an in- 
defatigable worker in Queen Mary's 
Needlework Guild, which its organized 
throughout the country and turning 
out tens of thousands of knitted 
socks and shirts and countless rolls of 
bandages, a work of mercy in which 
the Countess of Essex—Miss Adele 
Beech Grant—is also engaged in the 
most business-like way, working 
harder for charity than mgny men do 
for wages. 

Americans Women Busy in Russie. 

The soldiers of the Czar number 
among their efficers the husbands of 
at least three American-born women. 
Gen. Frederick Dent Grant's son-in-law, 
Prince Cantacuzene, served ag A. D. C. 
on the staff of the commander in chief, 
Grand Duke Nicholas, when the war 
opened, but he is reported to have been 
seriously wounded in Austria, The 
Princess is a Red Cross nurse. Her 


memories of Austria have hitherto been 
among the happiest of her life, as she 
spent her early girlhood in Vienna 
when her father was the American 
Minister to Francis Joseph's court. 
Baron Hoengen-Huney, whose Amer- 
ican wife was a Lathrop of Detroit (her 


father was American Minister to &t. 
Petersburg) is likewise an officer in the 
Czar’s army, fighting in Germany, 
where he has many relatives and many 
bonds of friendship, his family original- 
ly belonging there.

German Siege Gun Projectiles 
Equipped With Device Of- 
fered Our Navy. 


IT MAKES ARMOR FUTILE 


By Sliding Charge of Fulminate 
of Mercury Guncotton Is 
Safely Handled. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatcs. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—It was the 
Gathmann fuse that made it possible 
to hurl tremendous quantities of high 
explosives (without danger to those 
using them, and the inventor of fuse 
is a little man with a white beard and 
a German accent, living at 315 Kolar- 

ama road, this city. 

In each of the German shells that 
battered the forts around Liege was 
one of these fuses and this is true of 
all the actions in which the 42-centl- 
metre siege guns have been used. 

About 1896 Louis Gathmann invented 
a fuse which he thought was perfect 
and brought it to Washington and laid 
his plans before Secretary of the Navy 
Herbert. A few tests, however, showed 
that the fuse was not perfect and he 
went back to Chicago to experiment. 

Two years later he came to Wash- 
ington with a perfect fuse. -It was 
taken to Indian Head, Md., the Govern- 
ment proving ground, and with its aid 
armor plate up to 17 inches in thick- 
ness was demolished. 

The fuse fires a charge on the same 
principle that the men in the front of an 
automobile may be dumped on their 
head when their machine strikes a 
barrier at high speed. Gathmann placed 
his priming charge in the rear of the 
shell, where it could slide through a 
groove in the center of the shell and 
explode the guncotton when the shell 
struck. 

The primer was held away from the 
guncotton by two movable pins. When 
the shell began to whirl through the 
rifling of the gun barrel, these pins were 
moved away by centrifugal force, re- 
leasing the priming charge, which re- 
mained out of position until the shell 
struck. The sudden arrest caused the 
primer to slide forward and strike 
against a thin steel bulkhead which sep- 
arated it from the guncotton. 

Guncotton Well Protected. 

The priming charge itself was made 
of fulminate of mercury, one of the 
most sensitive Of explosives, and the 
detonation of the primer was sufficient 
to fire off the guncotton through the 
thin steel] bulkhead, although when the 
primer was not forced forward into po- 
sition, the guncotton was protected by 
a steel casing. 

As a final test they imbedded one of 
Gathmann’s shells in a target and 
shot at its butt, with a six-inch gun. 
The powder charge which gave the shel]! 
its traveling velocity was set off and 
the back of the shell blown to pleces, 
but the charge of guncotton remained 
unexploded. Thus the invention was a 
complete success, but for reasons which 
Gathmann refused to discuss the shell 
was not adopted by the United States 
at that time. 

In 194, however, the Japanese adopt- 
ed the fuse as an experiment and load- 
ed their ships with high explosive 
shells. The Russian vessels equipped 
with only armor-piercing shells, were 
blown out of the water.After the Russo- 
Japanese War Gathmann took his fuse 
to the Krupps and found that the Ger- 
man War Office was in possession of 
photographs of tests made in this coun- 
try. The Krupps, however, paid him a 
good sum for the fuse, as it was pat- 
ented in Germany, and immediately be- 
gan to incorporate it in their high ex- 
plosive shells. Japan, Gathmann says, 
refused to pay him for it, but continued 
using it, nevertheless. 

Powder Worker in Boyhood. 

Louls Gathmann is a mechanical and 
ordnance engineer. He was born in 
Hanover, Germany, more than 70 years 
ago. His first experience in the use 
of high explosives was gained as a 
boy in a powder factory on the banks 
of the Elbe. He came to America: and 
settled in Chicago at the age of 21. He 
built a machine shop and for years ex- 
perimented with a safety fuse, 

The use of high explosives in war- 
fare was known before Gathmann en- 
tered the field, but navy and ordnance 
experts were not disposed to look with 
favor upon them because of their sen- 
sitive nature and the danger of han- 
dling them. It was not known at what 
time one of the shells would explode 
and kill the gun crew. Almost every 
experiment with high explosives had 
been marked by accidents of some kind 
and officials despaired of the practica- 
bility of their use. 

The Gathmann fuse was the death 
blow to the armor-plercing shell. To- 
day a fort may be shattered by a fter- 
rific explosive force rather than by 
shooting it full of holes.

PACKING HOUSES 


Civic League Petition Directed | 
Against Nuisance at Na- 
tional City. 


COMPLAINT AN OLD ONE 


Director of Public Welfare and 
Health Commissioner Are 
Asked to Act. 


4n appeal to Director of Publte 
Welfare Tolkacz and Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff to proceed through 
Illinois State or municipal officials ; 
to abate the odors from vacking 
houses at National] City, just north vr 
East St. Louis, was made yesterday 
by John H. Gundlach, president of 
the Civic League. 

Gundlach recalis in his letter to 
the health authorities that an inves- 
tigation by that department a year 
ago discloged the East Side packing 
plants were discharging gases from 
their rendering plants into the open 
air, instead of deodorizing them by 
passage through a sheet of water anu 
through fire. 

The league conducted an investiga 
tion last summer of St. Louis packing 
plants through Scott R. DeKins, as- 
sistant secretary, who reported con- 
ditions were much improved, but not 
yet satisfactory. DeKins gave five 
plants a clean bill of health and com- 
plained of seven to the Board of 
Health. f 

The St. Louls plants are declared 
by league officials to be entirely lo- 
cal nuisances, odors not traveling 
more than five to ten blocks from 
any of them. The Fast Side plants 
emit odors that are a nuisance five 
or six miles away. 

Assistant City Counselor Truman 
P. Young adviséd the Health Depart- 
ment last May that before injunc- 
tions are sought in either [Illinois or 
Federal courts, every effort to abate 
the East Side odors through State 
and city officials should be attempted.

While this deposit was 
en in the name of the company it 
was regarded as an individual deposit 
by Gardner, who, it is alleged, held 
it subject to his check an the money 
was paid out In this way from time to 
time, the answer says. When the re- 
ceiver was appointed in June, 1910, there 
was $1226.62 to the credit of the company 
in the Third National, which was paid 
over to the receiver. 

According te John 8. Leahy, attorney 
for the plaintiff, the money was re- 
ceived from the sale of stock in the 
company. As the concern had not #et 
received a license to transact business, 
Gardner was without legal authority to 
write checks on its funds, the attorney 
contends.

The cylinders are cast in two blocks 
of four cylinders each, with water jack- 
ets, combustion chambers and intake 
manifold integral. The cylinder blocks 
are mounted on the crank case at an 
angle of 90 degrees to each other, from 
whence the designation, ‘‘V-type.”’ 

The cylinders are of the IL, head type, 
with all valves on the same side of the 
cylinder blocks. 

One of the factors which contributes 
materially to the smoothness and ab- 
gence of vibration in this engine, aside 
from its fundamental principle, is the 
lightness of the reciprocating parts. 
For example, a pair of piston connecting 
rods weigh only 48 ounces, yet in mak- 
ing the laboratory tests it required a 
compressed strain of more than nine 
tons to bend one of tnem.

LIGHT FOUR AND SA 
10 1315 LN 


Includes All Desirable Types of 
Both: Closed and Open 
Cars Made. 


With its #0 horsepower ‘‘Light Six” 
and its 60 horsepower ‘‘Master Six’’ the 
Chalmers line for 1915 is probably the 
most complete ever built by the Chal- 
mers company. The two chassis models 
for the 1915 season include all of the 
desirable types of cars, including five, 
six and seven passenger touring cars, 
limousine, coupelet and sedan. 

“We have in the ‘Light Six’ a car 
which is popular in price, $160, and 
which contains the high quality which 
always characterizes the Chalmers out- 
put,” says Sales Manager Percy Owen 
of the Chalmers Motor Cc. 

The improvements in the ‘‘Master Six’ 
made in the 1915 model have necessitated 
an increase of price of $126.”’ 

The new Chalmers models show strik- 
ing advances in body design. The larger 
“Six’’ is furnished in two body types; 
i-passenger touring car and 5-passenger 
torpedo. 

Both of these cars are of the foreign 
‘“boat’’ design—decidedly racy in appear- 
ance. 

The torpedo has a single door on 
either side. The front seats are of 
the so-called ‘‘bucket type,’ with an 
aisle between them affording easy pas- 
sage. The seven-passenger touring car 
has the same lines as the torpedo, but 
is fitted with the usual two doors in 
either side. The tonneau of the seven- 
passenger car has collapsible Pullman 
seats in addition to the regular tonneau 
seat with a capacity of three passen- 
gers. 

The “Light Six” has the distinctive 
Chalmers-design body, and like the 
larger “Six,” all “Light Six” types are 
finished at the top of the body with a 
“belt” in contrasting color. 

On the “light Six’? chassis are also 
announced several new body types; a 
six-passenger touring car, a five-pas- 
senger inside drive Sedan, and a seven- 
passenger Limousine. These three mod- 
els are shown on the “Light S8Six’’ 
chassis for the first time fn this sec- 
ond series. The five-passenger touring 
car and the coupelet are continued. 

Mechanically, 1915 Chalmers cars show 
no radical changes. Both the ‘Light 
Six” and the “‘Master Six’ motors are 
of the T-head type; the larger develop- 
ing 60 horsepower and the smaller 48 
horsepower. 

Perhaps the most striking features of 
the Chalmers power plants are their 
extreme flexibility and the absence of 
vibration. Either the “Light Six” or 
the ‘‘Master Six,’ it is positively stated, 
will pull at two miles an hour or at 
express train speed ‘on high.’’ 

All Chalmers models are equipped 
with one-man top. Shock absorbers 
have also been added to the regular 
equipment, and the ‘‘Light Six’’ has as 
regular equipment one size larger tires 
than in the past. 

The Chalmers-Entz electric starting 
and lighting system is continued, with 
refinements which simplify the system. 
The fact that it makes the motors non- 
stallable has been described by experts 
as the greatest factor of motor car 
safety introduced in the past five 
years. 

The Chalmers molded oval fenders re- 
main unchanged. For over a year these 
fenders have been an exclusive feature 
of Chalmers design. 

The Chalmers company is planning 
for the succeeding season an increase 
over its past year’s business, which was 
the largest both in number of cars sold 
and in dollars and cents of any year in 
the history of the company.

STEVENS-DURVEA 
FOR 1915 BUILD 
BLT ONE CHASSIS 


Carries Many Refinements, With 
Full Line of Open and 
Closed Bodies. 


The 19% Stevens-Duryea Co. follows 
very closely the general lines of their 
previous product. As formerly, only 
one model is built, but this is furnished 
in two lengths of wheelbase, 131 and 
138 inches respectively. 

The cars are equipped with left-hand 
drive and electric starter, especially 
adapted to conditions found in the Ste- 
vens-Duryea motor, Differing from the 
general practice to combine the light- 
ing and starting system with the ig- 
nition syetem, the Stevens-Duryea Co. 
has retained the two independent Bosch 
igh-tension magneto and battery sys- 
tems of ignition with synchronous coil, 
high-tension timer distributor and in- 
strument switchboard. Two sets of 
Spark plugs are furnished, which with 
the independent systems of ignition, 
minimizes all trouble in this connection. 

The wiring of the lighting and start- 
ing systems is inclosed in brass-armored 
tubing, which prevents all leakages and 
deterioration of the insulation from oi] 
fumes and heat from the engine. 

In addition to the regular lights there 
is also a light in the tonneau which 
illuminates the step as well as the floor 
of the car. An electric lamp is also 
provided on the instrument board for 
illuminating the instruments, and provi- 
sion has been made for dimming the 
electric headlights. 

The general style of both open and 
enclosed bodies follows very closely to 
that of their former models. The con- 
tinuous stream line effect of the tour- 
ing cars has been carried out in the 
limousine and Berlines, the round cor- 
ners of the windows and doors, the 
round lines of the roof and back plend- 
ing with the underbody as a whole. 

An entirely new body type of road- 
ster has been brought out which is 
unique in its special features and ap- 
pearance. Continuous stream lines have 
been carried out in this new type, the 
deck sloping gracefully from the back 
of the seat and rounded at the rear. 
The gasoline tank is entirely enclosed, 
and provision is also made for carrying 
two tires mounted on rims, or one wire 
wheel mounted and extra tire, under 
the deck completely enclosed and out 
of view. 

The top ag furnished on the touring 
car is of the one-man type being sup- 
ported from the rear, with no bows at 
the side of the front seat and rigidly 
attached in front to the wind shield 
and can be easily raised or lowered by 
one person. 

A new type of auxiliary seat is em- 
ployed in the seven-passenger touring 
cars, Each seat has one upholstered 
arm on the inner side, the upholstered 
arm rail providing a rest on the outer 
side. The construction allows for fold- 
ing backwards and sidewise against the 
side of the tonneau, or when in this po- 
sition can be tipped forward in front of 
the entrance, thus removing these extra 
seats entirely out of the way of passen- 
gers occupying the rear seat and ob- 
scuring from view of those outside of 
car. 

In addition to the complete line of 
open and inclosed cars as marketed by 
the Stevens-Duryea company during the 
season of 1914, they are offering a 
seven-passenger Landaulet, built on 138- 
inch wheel base chassis. All the win- 
dows are of the sashless type, auto- 
matically adjusted, and the back of 
the top is so arranged by a patented 
mechanical device that it will allow it 
to be raised or lowered by anyone seated 
in the rear compartment.

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claimed. Where, however, a neniiia’ 
tire has been reasoned out on scientific 
principles, it is most likely to accom- 
plish what is claimed for it. The Ajax 
was one of the first tires to be put on 
the market with a nonskid tread. 

The tread is marked by deep cross 
hatching, which leaves diamond-shaped 
lozenges. The edges of these diamonds 
are very sharp and remain so until the 
tire is worn down to the very fabric. 

The sharp edges cut into the film of 
moisture or grease on the pavement, 
breaking it up so that it is pushed out 
of the way and the flat part of the dia- 
mond rides, not on the pad of slippery 
eurface, but on the dry asphalt below 
this moisture, which has been pushed 
aside by encountering the sharp edge of 
fhe nonskid. 

It does not take expert knowledge or 
any trick of driving to hold a car on @ 
line when a good form of nonskid is 
employed. Inasmuch as the safety of 
many may depend on keeping an auto- 
mobile from skidding, the driver of a 
car owes it to the general good to em- 
ploy an effective nonskid tire.

1919 OVERLAND

TWONEW MODELS 


A Six-Cylinder Job and a Small, 
Light, Popular-Priced Car 
Have Been Added. 


While the 1915 Overland, designated 


by the manufacturers as model 80, fol- 
lows in most of its general features 
the Overland of 1914, the latest product 
of the big Toledo plant of John N., 
Willys embodies a number of improve- 
ments and noteworthy changes over last 
year’s model. The points of the new 


graceful body design and numerous im-| 
provements. 

The body conforms to the modern no- 
tions of stream-line design, yet is with- 
out the suggestion of freakishness. 

Frame, running-board bracket, and 
battery box are concealed by mud shields 
which add materially to the looks of the 
car by giving it that much-desired long 
and low appearance. Though the wheel 
base remains 114 inches, the body offers 
considerably more leg and elbow room. 

The seats are 20 inches deep, with 
cushions sloping toward the rear, which 
permits the passenger to ride in the 
easiest possible position, least likely to 
result in fatigue. The new Overland 
has a unique clamp which holds the 
top so securely as to prevent all rat- 
tling. Leather pockets are provided in 
all doors, which, in addition, have metal 
beading for protection from the weather. 
The doors are hung on concealed hinges.

BOUND 10 GROW 


American Manufacturers Must 
Build What Other Coun- 
tries Desire. 


While American manufacturers will 
experience a big boom in their ex- 
port business, as a result of the war, 
they will have to cater tofhe Euro- 
pean demands, rather than to try to 
force American goods upon unwilling 
buyers. 

This is the opinion of Robert M. 
Barker, advertising manager of the 
Palmer-Moore Motor Truck Co He 
believes that as soon as shipping fa- 
eflities have been improved the de- 
mand for American goods will grow 
rapidly and that motor trucks wil! 
form a big bulk of the exports. 

Failure to analyze the conditions 
as to ascertain the requirements of 
foreign trade a carelessness in the 
proper packing of goods for shipment 
must be remedied, if we are to get a 
large part of the trade which Ger- 
many and England are lable to lose 
Complaint has heen made that Ameri- 
can manufacturers have been careless 
and hurried in packing, and that 
g00ds exported have arrived in bad 
condition, in many instances no 
thought having been taktn of the 
fact that shipments would have to be 
trausferred inland over mule packs 
or other crude methods of transpor- 
tation, Reviewing the situation, he 
says: 

Demand for Tracks. 
While there have been severa)] foreign 
Governments seeking to obtain trucks 
and although a few sales have been 
made, the actual business done has been 
more or less visionary. 

If representatives of foreign Govern- 
meénts are looking for trucks in this 
country, it is evident they want them 
right away and not 30 days hence. This 
méans an outlay of ready cash for 
American manufacturers are not going 
to take the risk om a transaction of 
this kind, for the lack of shipping facil- 
ties makes it @ proposition not eagerly 
looked forward to by American manu- 
facturers, besides the trucks wanted 
would have to be of capacity of three 
tons and upwards. 

The shipment is somewhat-different as 
regards neutral] countries, which have 
been buying hitherto English and Ger- 
man trucks, and on credita which have 


their tinancial dealings have been al- 
most entirely through and with the 
banks of the nations at war, it will take 
some time to readjust things satisfac- 
torily. The Nationa] City Bank of New 
York City has recently established con- 
nections through South America, so that 
dealings with Americans will now be 
facilitated. 

As to the effect of the war on domes- 

tic business, it is undeniably true that 
this country is on the threshold of a big 
business boom. Our financial resources 
were never in better shape than at 
present and with the organization of the 
Federal Reserve Bank and consequent 
greater facilities for getting money in 
various centers instead of New York 
alone, every class of business is bound 
to benefit. 
The lack of a foreign market for cot- 
ton will retard business development in 
the South, but this will be offset by a 
greater demand for cotton among the 
mills in anticipation of supplying for- 
eign markets with finished goods 
Throughout the North, crop conditions 
have been excellent and nature has fe 
vored agriculture this year in a way ft 
leave little to be desired.

WAR COSTS FRANCE 


$7 000,000 A DAY: 
DEPOSITS INGREAS 


Minister of Financé Says Loan 
Could Be Had, but Is Not 
Necessary. 


PARIS, Oct. 8, 6:10 p. m—~The war is 
costing France 37,000,000 a day. Minister 
of Finance Alexander Ribot announced 
today that the outlay for the first @ 


days of the conflict has been $420,000,000. 

M. Ribot gives an interview to the 
Temps on the situation in the Bank of 
France, which has not published reg- 
ular statements since the war began. 
He says that on-Oct. 1 the bank had 
$812,400,000 in cash, which was $68,800,000 
more than it had on the eve of the war. 

“Loans and discounts,’’ the Minister 
of Finance said, ‘‘are $895,300,000, an in- 
crease during the last week of $17,500,000. 
This shows that the bank has made 
some discounts, and I hope it will make 
more. 

Have Renewed Corsvention, 

“The advance mado to the Govern- 
ment on Oct. 1, after two menths of 
the war, reached $420,000,000. The credit 
balance on the same date in the treas- 
ury was $59,200,000 and therefore we are 
far from having exhausted the amount 
provided by our convention with the 
bank. 

Besides. we have just renewed the 
convention to assure the resources nec- 
essary in case the war should be pro- 
longed bevond the date now foreseen. 

“The total bank bills in circulation 
Oct. 1 amounted to $1,845,800,000, this be- 
ing $57,400,000 less than the preceding 
week. This is explained by an increase 
in the deposits which, on Oct. 1, reached 
$435,400,000, an increase of $41,800,000 over 
the preceding week, and it can be seen 
that France is far from having ex- 
hausted reserves, and when the hour 
comes she will find the money for a new 
loan, which at present is unnecessary.” 

Reopesiag of Bourse. 

Discussing the projected reopening of 
the Paris bourse, M. Ribot said: 

“T think there is an interest in dotng 
so without delay, but i Is necessary to 
take into consideration that the ex- 
changes in London and New York still 
remain closed. There ts no hurry any- 
where to give too great facilities for 
the negotiations of foreign securities, 
in fear of seeing money go abread, and 
if the bourse reopens we would have te 
take precaations in this direction. 

“In any case,’’ the Finance Minister 
added, “a resumption of negotiations 
on the bourse would necessitate the 
liquidation of operations made before 
the war and this could not be done 
without certain advances to the mar- 
ket. I am trying myself to put into 
shape measures that may soon be ap- 
pil 

“Above all," said M. Ribet in con- 
clusion, “have confidence and preach 
confidence. We have the best reasons 
for being optimistic and if optimism is 
@ virtue in times of great crisis we have 
not much difficulty in practicing it at 
this time.”

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BAVARIANS LOST 
5 1050 PERCENT 
IN EARLY BATTLE 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, ey 14—Losses reaching 
half of their strength were suffered by 
some of the oontingents of the First 
Bavarian army corps in the battle at 
Saarburg, in the middle of August, and 
“borne without wavering,’’ according 
to a detailed report of this battle is- 
sued by the general staff. 

It was the intention to issue detailed 
reports of the various operations regu- 
larly, to supplement the necessarily 
brief contemporaneous telegraphic re- 
ports, but the course of events has, been 
eo headlong that the present report is 
the first of this kind the General Staff 
has been able to give out. It says: 

“After the daring invasion of French 
territory in which the First Bavarian 
army corps, unassisted, had fought its 
way beyond the line of Blamont-Badon- 
viller, the corps had to fall back be- 
hind the Saar River, the leafers hav- 
ing planned to offer here an energetic 
defense against the superior French 
forces. 


General Attack Ordered. 


“The French advance guards followed 
close upon the heels of the corps, the 
mass of the French army opening in 
their rear its great offensive movement 
into Lorraine. On Aug. 18 the corps 
again reached Saarburg, where it had 
been detrained ten days earlier, and 
reluctantly saw itself obliged to aban- 
don this town temporarily, since its 
position for the coming battle lay to the 
nerth and east of the city. 

The morning of the 19th two French 
Cavalry divisions appeared before 
Saarburg, moving out in mass forma- 
tion without any cover. A few shots 
from our heavy artillery which land- 
ed in the midst of their ranks forced 
them to scatter. The French infantry 
that afternoon and during the night 
pushed gradually on. Saarburg and 
the woods to the left filling up more 
ané more with hostile infantry. It 
later developed that the entire Eighth 
and part of the Thirteenth Army 
Corps were facing the First Bavarian 
Corps. 

“The orders for the First had been 
that it was to defend decisively its 
position betwen Rommelfingen ang 
Rieding. In the night of the 19th 
came the joyfully received new order 
for a general attack along the whole 
front at 11 a. m on the 20th. 


Artillery Opened at Dawn. 


“Tt wae plain that this attack would 
be difficult, for it required an ad- 
vance over open territory before the 
Bavarians’ own positions. But the 
enemy was massed and in attacking 
distance. 

“Beginning with the first gray 
light of the mornig the artillery of 
both sides bombarded each other very 
heavily. The infantry which lay in 
trenches under the extremely heavy 
fire of the French artillery, and the 
infantry at the rear, which covered 
itself skillfully behind the natural de- 
fenae of the field, arranged forma- 
tions for the coming attack and 
awaited eagerly the hour of its be- 
ginning. The corps had prepared its 
formation for the attack without the 
enemy becoming aware of it. 

“The heavy batteries of field how- 
itzers and mortars remained in the 
rear. The cavalry was with the artil- 
lery. The balloon of the field airships 
department had ascended near Kirch- 
berg.

Attack Slow Against Artillery. 

“The German artillery, which had 
cleared the way for the infantry at- 
tack by shelling the enemy’s posi- 
tions in the woods, had, as was 
learned afterwards, a devastating ef- 
fect on the French infantry, which 
had massed itself there. The heavy 
artillery had a like effect on every 
visible French battery. It was em- 
ployed against the hostile infantry, 
where a few shots sufficed to mow 
down whole companies. The effect 
of the enemy’s artillery and machine 
guns, however, was such that the at- 
tack itself went but slowly. 

“By 5 o'clock in the afternoon Vol- 
fingen, the forests west of Saaraltdor 
and the southern part of Saarburg had 
been taken, and the enemy was going 
backward everywhere. By evening the 
second infantry division, which had 
been joined to the third brigade, had 
taken Langd-Zittersdorf and the second 
division had taken the heights by Hof. 
Saaburg and the heights of Rebenbersg. 

“In Saarburg itself the infantry body- 
guard regiment was still fighting the 
remnants of the enemy, who were fir- 
ing upon them from houses, towers, etc., 
with machine guns. As darkness came 
the enemy attempted a counter attack 
against the left wing of the first in- 
fantry division between Saarburg and 
Buhl, but was splendidly repulsed by 
the firet infantry brigade. Generally 
the battle ceased during the night. 


French Guns Demolished. 


“It was felt at evening that the enemy 
had been defeated, but the extent of 
the victory became clear the next day, 
when one could estimate the losses of 
the French, the great number of cap- 
tives and ef guns taken, 31 in all. Near- 
ly all these guns had been demolished by 
the Bavarian artillery, and their gun- 
ners had been either shot or had fled. 
The Eighth and Thirteenth French 
Army Corps had suffered heavily in the 
battle at Saarburg, and in the pursuit 
to the Meurthe and had been badly de- 
moralised. This latter fact was proved 
by entries in diaries found on the dead 
and wounded. 

“The losses of the Bavarian corps 
were, like their victory, great. Losses 
up to % per cent and even to 8 per 
cent were borne by the troops without 
wavering. The conduct of the troops 
was beyond all praise.” :

STARVED OUT, SAYS 
VICE-CHANCELLOR 


Minister of Interior Tells How 
Country Is Solving Its Un- 
employment Problem. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 2. by way of The 
Hague and London, Oct. 3.—Germany's 
pe sition economically and financially is 
such as will enable her to carry the war 


to a successful conclusion, in the opin- 
ion of Vice-Chancellor Clemens Del- 
brueck. The country cannot be starved 
out, declared the Vice-Chancellor in a 
long interview which he granted today. 

The unemployment was steadily de- 
creasing, with from 65,000,000 te 6,000,000 
men in the field, he said. Many indus- 
tries were working overtime on war 
orders, and measures had been taken 
to divert labor from idle branches to 
busy departments wunti] now the un- 
employed numbered only from six to 
seven per cent of the working men in 
the country. Measures have been taken 
also to put the finances and the credit 
of trade and industry on a war footing, 
and these have been so thoroughly suc- 
cessful that a genera] moratorium un- 
doubtedly will be warded off during the 
war, said Herr Delbrueck, placing Ger- 
many in a far better position after the 
war than that of the states whose in- 
dustrial life is afifected by a mora- 
torium. 

War Loan Institations. 

Vice-Chancellor Delbrueck, who also 
holds the office of Imperial Minister of 
the Interior, referred to the unanimous 
demonstration by representatives of la- 
bor, agriculture, commerce, industry 
and trade of Sept. 2. and of the de- 
termination of the German people to see 
the war through to a successful con- 
clusion. 

Herr Delbrueck described the loan in- 
stitutions, where funds may be obtained 
on negotiable securities, such az special 
war banks which have been loaning to 
mortgage holders, small tradesmen and 
artisans until now no class is without 
an opportunity of adequate credit. 

The Vice-Chancellor, referring te the 
unemployment after mobilization, said 
the provincial employment agencies then 
were merged in an imperial employment 
bureau, with the immediate result that 
the question of employment was solved 
by putting the man and the job to 
gether. 

Harvest Is Being Gathered. 

‘Labor and capital, conservative, s0o- 
cialist and liberal trade unions have 
worked hand in hand in the interests 
of the Fatherland, with the tmperial 
labor bureau as an efficient intermedi- 
ary,” he sald. ‘The bureau has ob- 
tained harvest workers. who are gath- 
ering Germany's promising harvest. 
The same is true in the mining and 
shipbuilding industry. In the case of 
the textile industries, the hours of labor 
have been shortened. Of the 16000 men 
sent to East Prussia at the opening of 
the war to lgbor on fortifications, not 
a single man proved unfit. 

‘‘Behind battling armies we must have 
only contented people. Communities 
must take steps to have the population 
employed despite the war, not allowing 
suffering and distress, and providing 
employment on various public works, 
such as railroad and cana) building and 
the draining of swamps. The latter em- 
ployment is resulting in the conversion 
of waste land, which means that the 
year 1915 will see instead, flourishing 
fields. 

“Tinemployment since the outbreak of 
the war has been steadily decreasing. 
All tndustries supplying the army are 
working to their utmost capacity. Our 
production of anthracite coal generally 
is meeting the dernands ef Germany, 
Austrie and several neutral] countries. 
Other industries which are natural 
world monopolies, such as dyestuffs and 
potash, are necessary to neutral coun- 
tries, who, 1 suppose, will buy them 
during the war. 

“There is a certain difficulty regard- 
ing raw materials. One of the first 
steps taken when the war began was 
to form an organization te institute a 
careful setock-taking and take over 
necessary materials, the same to be 
later served out to the industries in 
need of them. We found the supplies 
greater than had been expected, and 
certain articles have been obtained in 
considerable quantities*in countries oo- 
cupied by our ermies. 

Potatoes Converted Yuto Meal. 

‘‘'T do not doubt that neutral countries 
in their own interest will endeavor to 
create markets for their goods, partic- 
ularly the United States for her cotton. 

“Our population can be starved out 
as little as can our industries Germany 
produces almost the whole of her own 
consumption of breaastuffs and meats. 
Certain deficiencies in fodder supplies 
we are prepared to counteract by & 
rational use of our large crops, particu- 
larly potatoes.” 

Herr Delbrueck described ene method 
of converting potatoes into meal that 
can be used in making bread or fodder, 
and gave credit for the use of potato 
meal as a constituent of bread to the 
United States. Germany, he continued. 
was now abundantly supplied with food 
that would jJast untfl the next harvest. 

Herr Delbrueck said the general situ- 
ation was due largely to Germany's 
centralised organization, economic as 
well as political. Wherever it was 
necessary to take steps tn any branch 
of industry, trade or commerce he 
needed only the little group of inter- 
ested ones with whom to discuss the 
matter, knowing that their decision 
would be binding upon the entire fn- 
dustry. 

“In short,’ he said, “we watch af- 
fairs, confidently and placidly. I have 


in an economic sense.”’

London.—The Thorne Gazette contra- 
dicts the dispatch from Petrograd which 
asserted that the Zeppelin which re- 
cently dropped bombs into Warsaw was 
later captured by the Russians. The 
paper says that the German aircrati 
returned to its home port intact. 

The Coburg Gazette publishes an ac- 
count dealing with the latter days of 
July, in which it asserts that Empero! 
Nicholas and his supporters had reached 
an open rupture with Grand Duke Nich- 
olas and the latter’s followers, because 
of the peace attitude of the Russia:

When the latter® heard of troops 
marching west, he was told that the 
Germans had invaded Russian Polani 
and instigated a general revolt among 
the Poles. The Emperor then, accord 
ing to the Gasette’s articie, reluctant- 
ly signed a mobilization order. 


British Sea Mines Will Be 
Inactive if Moorings Break 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The Adédmiralty’s 
announcement of its decision to lay 
mines in certain areas in the North Sea 
is regarded as the most important de- 
velopment of the day. The Chronicle 
says: 

‘No one can blame Great Britain in 
this matter. She has only resorted re- 
luctantly and after a very long delay 
to a method of warfare which she al- 
ways disliked and deprecated. But it 
has become evident that no abstention 
from mine laying on our part will lead 
the Germans to abstain, and in view of 
their submarine activities it would be 
Quixotic any longer to neglect this de- 
fense which our enemy employs so lav- 
ishly. One may be sure that British 
mines will be anchored and will be so 
constructed that if their moorings break 
they will become inactive.” 

The mine fields now being developed 
block for defensive purposes the Straits 
of Dover and the mouth of the Thames, 
with a course of sufficient channels 
left clear to enable neutral and allied 
shipping to pass safely under pilotage. 

The Daily News says: “It is regrett- 
able that we should be compelled tv 
take this course, since it exposes neutral! 
commerce to some risk. It has, how- 
ever, been forced upon us by the en- 
emy.”’

GERMANS TREAT 
PRISONERS, WELL 
IN BERLIN CAMPS 


Post - Dispatch Correspondent 
Visits Camps. Where Men 
Taken in Battle Are Kept.

BERLIN, via Holland and London,

According to a Berlin official statement, 


both officers and men among the pris- 


oners of war are being taken care of 
in the same way as are soldiers of equiv- 
alent rank in the German army. 

An examination of the great prison- 
ers’ camp at Durborits bears out this 
assertion. Each of the captured staff 
officers has a reom, while those of 
lesser rank either have a room aplece 
or are doubled up. The nono i ned 
officers -and men live in tents in an 
encampment, where they shift largely 
for themselves. 

The cost of providing for each of these 
men averages about 15 cents a day, and 
so far as possible their wishes are fol- 
lowed as to the food they desire and 
the work they prefer to do. 

Correspondent Sees Prison. 

Despite many difficulties thrown in 
his way by the military authorities, the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, through 
the courtesy of the German Foreign Of- 
fice, has had an opportunity of seeing 
the prison camps. 

It must be said that all of the cap- 
tured are well provided for. Ambassa- 
dor Gerard has at his disposal a large 
amount of money sent from England. 
He is using it for the immediate neces- 
sities and small comforts of the British 
soldiers and officers, and is providing 
them, where needed, with heavy clothing 
and other supplies. 

The German Red Cross is looking after 
the military invalids closely, and the 
American Red Cross is expected in Ber- 
lin shortly. The American Red Cross 
will report to Prince Hatsfeldt, head of 
the German Red Cross, and will be 
joined here by two men who are well 
know inthe United States—Prince Helle 
Talleyrand Perigord and Baron Albert 
Goldschmidt Rothschild. 

Prince Helie had visited America sev- 
eral times, and Baron Rothschild was 
formerly an attache of the London Em- 
bassy at Berlin. 

The American Red Cross will be di- 
vided into two separate parties—one for 
the German and the other for the 
French or Allies’ wounded. Prince He- 
lie will go ta Russia, as the representa- 
tive of the Germans and to offer his 
services as an interpreter there, while 
Baron Rothschild will devote himself to 
the same offices for the French wound- 
ed.

TREATIES FAIL TO BIND 
LORD BRYCE DECLARES 


Former Ambassador Says Nations Must Com- 
bine to Coerce Violators of Agreements, De- 
claring Smaller States Must Find Safety in 
Honor of Greater.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—The New York World and the New 
York Times, under arrangement with the London Chronicle, print 
this morning a signed article on ‘‘Neutral Nations and the Euro- 
pean War”’ by Viscount Bryce, who as James Bryce recently was 
the British Ambassador at Washington, but who for many years 


American Commonwealth. 

The keynote of the article is ‘‘There can be no lasting peace if 
treaties fail to bind threatening breakers of them.’’ 

In part, the article follows: 

‘The present war has had some unexpected consequences. 
It has called to the attention of the world outside of Germany some 


amazing doctrines proclaimed there, which strike at the root of 
all internaticnal morality, as well as all international law, and 
which threaten a return to primitive savagery, when every tribe 
wes wont to plunder and massacre its neighobrs. 


Opinion of Bernhardi’s Book. 


These doctrines may be found set forth in a widely circulated } 


book of Gen. vor. Bernhardi, entitled ‘‘Germany and the Next 
War,” published in 1911, and professing to be based mainly on the 
teachings of the famous professor of history, Heinrich von 
Treitschke. 

‘*To readers.in other countries, and I trust to most readers 
in Germany also, they will appear to be an outburst of militarism 
run mad, the product of a brain intoxicated by the love of war and 
by a superheated national self-consciousness. 

“They would have deserved little notice, much less refutation, but for 
one deplorable fact, viz: that action has recently been taken by the Gov- 
ernment of a great nation (though as we hope and trust without the 
approval of that nation) which is consonant with them and seems to 
imply a belief in their soundness. This fact is the conduct of the Ger- 


man Imperial Government in violating the neutrality of Belgium, which |. 


Prussia as well as Great Britain and France had solemnly guaranteed by 
treaty. 

“Into the causes which so suddenly brought on this war I will not 
enter. Many others have dealt with them. 


Not a War for Commerce on England’s Part. 

“One thing, however, I can confidently declare. It was neither com- 
mercial rivalry nor jealousy of German power that brought Great Britain 
into the fleld, nor was there any hatred in the British people for the 
German people nor any wish to break their power. 

“So far as Britain was concerned, it was the invasion of Belgium 
that arrested all efforts to avert the war and made the friends of peace 
themselves join in holding that the duty of fulfilling their treaty 
obligations to a weak state was paramount to every other consideration. 

“To return to the doctrines set forth by Von Bernhardi and apparently 
accepted by the military caste to which he beldngs. The most startling 
among them are the denial that there are any duties owed by the State 
to humanity, except that of imposing its own superior civilization upon 
as large a part of humanity as possible, and a denial of the duty of 
observing treaties, which are only so much paper. To modern German 
writers the state is a much more tremendous entity than it is to English- 
men or Americans; it is the supreme power, with a sort of mystic sanctity 
a power conceived of, as it were, self-created; a force altogether definite 
from and superior to the persons who compose it. 

“But a state is, after all, only“so many individuals organized under 
a government; it is no wiser, no more righteous, than the human being 
of whom it consists, and whom it sets up to govern it. 


Concerning the Morality of a State. 

“If it is right for persons united as citizens into a state to rob 
and murder for their collective advantage by their collective power, why 
should it be wicked for citizens, as individuals, to do so? Does their 
moral responsibility cease when and because they act together. Most 
legal systems hold that there are acts which one man may lawfully do 
which become unlawful if done by a number of men conspiring together. 
But now it would seem that what would be a crime in persons as in- 
dividuals, is high policy for those persons united in a state. Has a state, 
then, no morality, no responsibility? 

“In the Middle Ages, when men were always fighting, they appre 
ciated the blessings of war much less than does Gen. Bernhardi, and they 
valued peace, not war, as a means of civilization and culture. They had 
not learned in the school of Treitschke, that peace means decadence and 
war is the true civilizing influence. 

“The small states whose absorption is now threatened have been 
potent and useful, perhaps most potent and useful, factors in the advance 
of civilization. It is in them and by them that most of what is most 
precious in religion, in philosophy, in literature, in science and in art 
has been produced. 

“The first great thoughts that brought man into the true relation 
with God came from a tiny people inhabiting a country smaller than 
Denmark. The religions of mighty Babylon and populous Egypt have 
vanished; the religion of Israel remains in its earlier as well as in that 
later form which has overspread the world.

“It is only vulgar minds that mistake bigness for greatness. Fo 
greatness is of the soul, not of body. 

“The world advances not as the Bernhardi school supposes, only, or 
even mainly, by fighting. It advances mainly by thinking and by the 
process of reciprocal teaching and learning, and by continuous and un- 
conscious co-operation of all its strength and finest minds. Each race 
Hellenic, Italic, Celtic, Teutonic, Iberian and Slavonic has something to 
give, each something to learn, and when their blood is blended, the mixture 
Mmay.combine the gifts of all. 

“Let me disclaim once more before I close, any intention to attribute 
to the German people the principles set forth by the school of Treitschke 
and the Barnhardi school, which teach hatred of peace and arbitration, 
disregard of treaty obligations and scorn for weaker peoples.

| “We are told that armaments must be reduced, that the baleful spirit 
‘of militarism must be quenched, that peoples must everywhere be ad- 
mitted to a fuller share in the control of foreign policy, that efforts must 
\be made to establish a sort of league of concord—some system of inter- 
national relations and reciprocal peace alliances by which weaker nations 
may be protected, and under which differences between nations may be 
adjusted by courts of arbitration and conciliation of wider scope than 
‘those that now exist. 

“All these things are desirable, but no scheme for preventing future 
wars will have any chance of success unless it rests upon an assurance 
that states which enter into it will loyally and steadfastly abide by it 
and that each and all of them will join in coercing by their overwhelming 
united strength any state which may disregard the obligations it has 
undertaken.

Daring Officers Receive 


| Cross for Dynamiting Railroad 


Carrying Ammunition. 


BERLIN, Oct. $.—A daring deed of 
two German officers attached to the 
Twenty-fourth Pioneers resulted in the 
dynainiting of a railroad line on which 
the French were transporting ammuni- 
tion and reinforcements greatly needed 
by them to resist the Germans. Details 
of this occurrence have just been made 
public here. 

The two officers penetrated the 
French lines by swimming across the 
Meuse and making thelr way through 
swamps and over canala. They passed 
the French outposts and bivouvacks and 
finally reached the railroad embank- 
ment, which they blew up with dyna- 
mite. After this they cut an under- 
ground telegraph wire and then re- 
turned in safety to their own lines. The 
following details are given by a lileu- 
tenant. who was one of the participants 
In the daring enterprise: 

“The night of ——, the wind was 
blowing a hurricane. Part of the ground 
was familiar to us, particularly the near 
side of the Meuse, and the :ocation of 
some of the French outposts, but noth- 
ing was known of the other side of the 
river, except the location of the rail- 
road that had been marked for de- 
struction. 

Canals Crosseq by Swimming. 

“The first part of the journey was 
comparatively easy. Gotng forward 
quietly, we soon came to the canal on 
the left bank of the Meuse, which was 
closely guarded. Finally we arrived 
ata bridge. Here we killed the French 
guard, making no noise about it. 

“After this we descended inte a bog 
along the river, and going farther we 
crosed several canals by swimming. 
Our teeth chattering with the cold, we 
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which was here about 6 yards wide. 
We laid aside our sabers and I tried 
to Swim across, but the current was 
too strong. We then divested ourselves 
of our shoes and all other weights that 
would retard us in swimming, keeping 
with us virtually nothing more than the 
explosives. In this shape we managed 
to swim the river. ” 

“On the other side another difficulty 
awaited us. There was @ swamp, and 
we could find no place to land. 

“We floated down stream until finally 
we wero fortunate enough to -get @ 
footing. ‘

"We plowed ahead, in mud often 


above our knees, exercising the greatest — 
caution. It was the hardest kind of going. 
Finally we reached the spot selected for 
destruction. We laid our mine and set 
and lighted the time fuses, which we 
had carried up to this time tied in our 
hair. We were waiting for the explo 
sion, but in the meantime we were stil’ 
in danger of detection by French troop. | 
not far away. 

“The fuse worked, and the explosion | 
came on time. At once a French cave | 
alry patrol dashed up and begag firing 
into the swamp where we were hiding 
This swamp was now a good ally. We 
eluded pursult and got away. 

“Later we came to a village, and at 
the point of our revolvers we recuisi- 
tioned a horse and wagon. Then begat 
a wild ride back to our’ lines.” ;

—TRUSGIANS PUSH 
SURPRISES BERLIN 
MILITARY LEADERS 


Czar’s Forces Were Expected to 
Await Attack, but They Be- 
gan Aggressive Campaign. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN Fept. 14.—Now that the Ger- 
mans have succeeded in clearing East 
Prussia of the Russians, German army 
cfficers are giving their views as to 
the fighting qualities of the Russian 
Emperor's soldiers and officers. 

This East Prussia campaign, it may 
be remarked, is the most remarkable on 
record for the number of prisoners 
taken in so short a time and in field 
fighting. In less than three weeks, ac- 
cording to official statements, Gen. 
von Hindenburg made prisoners of near- 
ly 150,000 Russians. 

The first surprise the Russians gave 
the German military leaders was the 
aggressive way in which they pushed 
this campaign. It had been supposed in 
military quarters here that they would 
eccupy strong defensive positions be- 
hind the Vistula and other streams and 
’Wwait the attack of the Germans and 
Austrtana. Instead, however, they 
pushed into Bast Prussia in great num- 
bers at a very early stage of the war, 
and they are still moving forward in 
Galicia. 

From this fact it is inferred here that 
Russia's mobilization was very far ad- 
vanced and other preparations for war 
begun long before the St. Petersburg 
Government admitted that even one sol- 
dier had been called to the colors. 

Russian Tactics Modernized. 

The next surprise was that the Rus- 
sian generais no jionger send their 
troops into battle in close formation, 
in previous wars, but have mod- 
ernized their tactics and try to util- 
ize all the advantages of the ground.

Small de- 
tachments, on the contrary, seemed to 
have looted and burned. 


Captured General Wept. 


The Russian officers have by 
nieans impressed the German military 
men favorably. In many cases it was 
remarked that they failed to grasp the 
most elementary tactical points in sit- 
uations on the battlefield. It was also 
frequently charged in newspaper ac- 
counts and letters from soldiers and of- 
ficers, that many Russian officers 
lacked courage. 

It is pointed out that among the 92,- 
000 prisoners taken in the great battle 
near Allenstein—the Germans call it the 
battle of Tannenberg—hardly a third of 
the normal quota of officers was found 
among the prisoners, The 17 Generals 
captured in this battle were quite broken 
in spirit, and one wept like a child. The 
higher officers are too old for 
heir work, according to views prevail- 
ng in the German officers’ corps.

Nephews and Nieces Assert Late Millionaire's 
Testament Is Invalid Because Additions 
Were Made After It Had Been Witnessed 
— Undue Influence in Bequest to St. Louis 
University Also Alleged. 


The suit filed yesterday to break the will of James Campbell, late St. 
Louis multi-millionaire and public utilities magnate, reveals that colateral 
heirs hope to profit by proving that Campbell left no child or children, and 
that his will was made when he was subject to undue influences. The plaintiffs 
are heirs of John P. Campbell, deceased brother of James Campbell, chief of 
whom is Mrs. William H. Harrison, a Cincinnati woman. 

It was a matter of common knowledge that there was no social inter- 


course between James Campbell and 


In a statement given out by the Mer- 
eantile Trust Co., executors of the will, 
is a declaration that the defendants 
have prepared documentary evidence to 
show that Mrs. Elzy G. Burkham, who, 
until Sept. 15 was Miss Lois Campbell, 
ts the daughter of James Campbell. as 
he declared: in the will. Among these 
documents are the marriage certificate 
eof Mr. and Mrs. James Campbell and 
birth and baptismal records from New 
York declaring Lois their daureter. 
The executors declare that they sub- 
mitted these evidences to former attor- 
neys for the contestants when they first 
learned such a suit was contemplated. 

Importance of Parentage. 

The importance of establishing Mrs. 
Burkham's parentage is apparent un- 
der the Missouri law. If it could be 
shown that the will was made through 
undue influence and it shoulé be set 
aside, no co-lateral heirs would profit 
so long as Campbell had a lineal heir. 
In that case his entire fortune would go 
to his child, except for the widow's 
dower third. 

The widow might elect, instead of her 


his Cincinnati relatives. 


dower, to take a child’s share. That 
is to say, if Mrs. Lois Burkham is 
shown to be a direct heir of James 
Campbell, his $16,000,000 property might 
be divided equally between her and her 
mother, 'f the will were shown to be 
invalid, and other relatives would get 
none of it. 

If, however, it can be shown that Mrs. 
Burkhain was not James Campbell's 
daughter, and the will set aside, the 
widow could still claim her dower share, 
but the rest of the property would re- 
vert to the co-lateral heirs, among! 
whom are the plaintiffs, 

Campbell's will left the wife and 
daughter what amounts to a life inter- 
est In his estate. Upen their death, ex- 
cept for incidental bequests to any chil- 
dren Mrs. }urkham may have, the vast 
property will go to St. Louis Untiver- 
sity. 

In support of the allegation necessary 
to every will contest—that the will was 
procured by undue influencethe peti- 
tioners charge that Campbell was _ in 
feeble health when he made the testa- 
ment, and that “by reason of incidents 


in his business and social life and his 


fear of death and future punishment.” 
he was imposed upon and influenced to 
leave his fortune ultimately to the Uni- 
versity, a Catholic tmsatitution, 


‘The validity of the will is further at- 
tacked on the ground that alterations !n 
the text of the will were made after it 
had been signed and in the absence of 
the witnesses whose signatures are af- 
fixed to the document. 


L. Frank Ottofy. attorney for the 
petitioners, announced that he will soon 
ask the Probate Court to appoint an 
administrator pen dente lite. If this 
were ordered, the property would be 
taken out of the hands of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. and handled, unti! the 
suit is settled, by an administrator ap- 
pointed by the court. This administrator 
would receive as his fee 5 per cent of 
all disbursements made under his ad- 
ministration. 

Five Are Piaintiffs. 

The plain‘iffs of record in the suit 
are Mrs. Harrison, Mamie C. Spargo, 
James G. Campbell, Archie W. Camp- 
bell and Genevieve Baker, nephews and 
nieces of James Campbell. Mrs. James 
Campbell, Mrs. Burkham, St Louis 
University, the Mercantile Trust Co. 
are named as defendants. 

Campbell died June 12 last. The will 
was dated Dec. 19. 1913. The plaintiffs’ 
charge that officers, employes and cler- 
gymen connected with the university 
convinced Campbell that the salvation 
of his soul depended unon the dedica- 
tion of his fortune to religious and 
charitable purposes. 

Nowhere does the petition expressly 
deny that Mrs. Burkham was James 
Campbell’s daughter. It contents itself 
with the allegation that he died intes- 
tate and left no chila@ or children. 


Mrs. Campbell told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that she had understood some 
such suit was being talked of. She said 
she ovuldn't unerstand the motives of 
thoge back of the action and declared 
there was no truth, “as everybody 
knows,” in the allegations. 

She referred all other matters of dis- 
cussion to her personal attorney, Mor- 
ton Jourdan. Mr. Jourdan pointed to 
a typewritten statement prepared by 
W. F. Carter, vice-president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., and declared he un- 
equivocally indorsed it. 


Trust Company Statement, 

The statement follows: 

“Some time ago we learned of a pro- 
posed contest of the Campbell! will. Upon 
ascertaining the grounds of said contest 
this company made a complete and 
thérough examination as to the facts. 
and while it has been the universal cus- 
tom of the Mercantile Trust Co. not to 
discuss its affairs or litigation in the 
courts, it is due Mrs. Campbell and 
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Lois, and the memory of Mr. Campbell 
that this statement be made. 


“The contestants charge ithe will 
ig void, first, because it was not ex- 
ecuted according to the law and in 
the presence of subscribing wit- 
nesses. Proof, upon the probating of 
the will in the Probate Court, showed 
conclusively that this was not twe: 
that the will was executed in legal 
form as required by the statute 


“The second charge is that Mr. Camp- 
bell died without leaving child or heir, 
thus, Im effect, charging that Lois wae 
not tne daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Camp- 
bell. No question is raised as to the 
marriage. that being an admitted fact 
by the contestants. In addition to the 
overwhelming ora! proof that this stace- 
ment is absolutely false and untrue. 
we sent to New York and have secured 
not only certified copies of the birth 
record showing her birth in New York 
on March 17, 1893. but a -ertified copy 
of the baptismal reeord showing her 
baptism by Archbishop Corrigan at St 
Patrick’s Cathedral, New York, 
March 2%, 1892. 


“A certified copy of the marriage re- 
cord shows the marriage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Campbell in New York City long 
prior thereto. These certified copies of 
the records were submitted to the con- 
testants’ former attorneys prior to the 
institution of the suit. The reason it 
is alleged that Lois is not Mr. Camp- 
bell’s daughter is that under the laws of 
descent and distribution, whether Mr 
Campbell left a valid will or not, she 
(being his daughter) and her mother 
would take the entire estate. Conse 
quently, the plaintiffs in this suit would 
have no interest whatever unless they 
Charged other irregularities. 


on 


The third charge is that on Dec. 19. 
I%13, the date on which Mr. Campbell 
executed the will, he was of feeble mind 
and was influenced by his fear of death 
by the Jesuit priests and induced and 
over-influenced to make the will and to 
devise the property finally to that in- 
stitution. 


“To the citizens of S§5t. Wouis who 
knew Mr. Campbell, this allegation is as 
ridiculous as it is absurd. In December. 
1918, he was in excellent health: he died 
in June, 1914, after a short illness of 
some weeks, due to a carbuncle and 
blood poisoning. After the execution of 
the will, Mr. Campbell put through in 
New York two of the most gigantic 
financial deals and transactions of his 
active financial life. 


“To say that Mr. Campbell was in- 
fluenced by anybody or set of persons 
is not to have known him, and it is due 
his memory and to the wife and daugh- 
ter that the public at this time b asked 
to suspend opinion upon this statement 


of facts until the matter can be investi- 
gated and determined in the courts. 

“While this proceeding is to be re- 
gretted, it is now sufficient to say 
that it will be contested by Mrs. 
Campbell and the daughter, who have 
already retained counsel, to the full- 
est extent under the law. No question 
of compromise, settlement or adjust- 
ment, wil] considered.” 

In his will left his entire 
fortune in trust with the Mercantile 
Trust Co. which was empowered to 
manage it. He provided that one half 
the net income should be paid to Mrs. 
Campbell and so much of the remaining 
half as might be designated by Mrs. 
Campbell should be paid to Lois Camp- 
bell. In event of the death of the mother 
or daughter, the survivor was to have 
the entire net income.

If the daughter should die leaving a 
child, or children, $1,000,000 Was tu be 
set aside for them and the income of 
tnis should be paid to them during thei 
minority and until 21 years after thev 
vad reached their majority. At the 
end of that time the estate was to go to 
St. Louis University, to be used for *hos- 
pital and medica] school purposes. 


There was a provision that if Mrs. 
Campbell were to attempt to set aside 
the will, all bequests to the daughter, 
Lois, should be regarded as inoperative 
and the daughter should be cut off with 
a legacy of $1. She has filed her ac- 
ce ptance of the will.

| MEETING IN TURMOIL 


‘Delegates and Spectators 
: Cheer Orators Who Speak 
Against Permitting 
First Chief to Relinquish 
Leadership. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 8—Gen. Venus- 
tiano Carransa placed his resignation 
as first chief of the Constitutionalists 
before the delegates to the general Con- 
ference of Southern chiefs shortly be 


fore 8 o'clock tonight. 

From that time until a late hour to- 
night the question of whether the resig- 
nation should be accepted was fiercely 
debated with no immediate prospect of 
a vote. 

Orators opposed to the acceptance of 
Gen. Carranza’s withdrawal were re- 
peatediy cheered by delegates and spec- 
tators.

Mexice City Conference to Adjourn 
for Caucus at Aguascalientes.

Processions of Stolen 

The pavements, excepting along the 
Pasco de la Reforma, Avenida Juarez, 
Avenida San Francisco and a few 
other principal thoroughfares, have 
not been cleaned for weeks... They 
are littered with an unimaginable ac- 
cumulation of filth. This, coupled 
with the collapse of activities of the 
departments of health and public 
hygiene, would long before this have 
bred epidemics were it not {or the 
rains and the prophylactic energy of a 
daily shining sin. 

Gone are the old-time gay processions 
of motors and carriages and sauntering 
pedestrians in Chapultepec and along 
Avenida San Francisco in the after- 
noons and early evenings. The proces- 
sions are still there. But they are dif- 
ferent. What few of the aristocracy 
and members of wealthy Mexican fam- 
illes have not fled the city are prudently 
and sedulously secluding themselves. 

Their carriages and motors are in line 
during the driving hour, but their occu- 
pants bear little resemblance to those 
who formerly belonged in them. Lolling 
on the cushions of English victorias and 
French limousines are revolutionary 
jefes of all ranks, unclean, unshaven, 
with dirty boots, greasy uniforms—men, 
some of them, who less that a year ag” 
were lucky if they could command a 
burro over which to throw a leg. And 
with them are women tricked out in 
the gaudiest of the contents of the clos- 
ets of the wives and daughters of the 
fled aristocracy. 

Around and around the park, and up

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} and down San Francisco avenue they 
career, as grotesque a procession as cen 
be imagined. In their progress about 
the city, in their stolen motors, the 
Constitutionalists drive like Jehu, furi- 
ously. If a car breaks down or is dam- 
aged in a collision it is tossed aside, 
given away. A motor more or less 
amounts to nothing to a jefe of the tri- 
umphant army. It Is a humble and un- 
ambitious Carranza officer who has not 
at least three motors in his garage. 

Immediately upon coming to town the 
army leaders swarmed like lecusts upon 
the real property of the aristocracy, for- 
mer cientificos, members of the old in- 
ner circle of the old Diaz regime, follow- 
ers and friends of Hurta and Felix 
Diaz, anyone, in fact, who had a house, 
motor and anything else which the vic- 
tors wanted. Carranza quartered him- 
self at first in a second-rate hotel. Pret- 
ty soon he transferred himself to Cha- 
pultepec Castle, which he now occuples. 

Houses, veritable palaces In their spa- 
ciousness, 
belonging to Joaquin Casasus, Diaz’s 
former Ambassador to Washington: En- 
rique Creel, who once filled the same 
post and is the most hated of the North- 
ern cientificos; Pedro Lascurain, Ma- 
dero’s Minister of Foreign Relations; 
Don Guillermo de Landay y Bseandon, 
an intimate of Diaz and former Gov- 
ernor of the Federal District: Ramon 
Corral, Vice-President under Dias, and 
to scores of other wealthy men, ‘most of 
whom have fled the country, were seized 
and portioned out among Carransa’s of- 
ficers. Not only did they take the 
houses, but they fssued orders upon the 
representatives here of the absentee 
owners that they would be obliged to 
pay for the upkeep, tneluding food and 
liquors and servant hire. 


Huerta Cashed in Property. 


Diligent search was set afoot for 
large numbers of houses which 
Huerta was said to have purchased 
with a portion of treasury loot.. Deep 
curses were heard when investiga- 
tion showed that the canny Huerta, 
who had indeed bought much property 
at his own price, had, before ieaving 
Mexico, sold it all to the Government 
at inflated figures and collected in 
cash.

Widows Houses Also Taken. 


No one’s house and property is sate 
from seizure, if it happens to fall under 
the eye of a covetous Constitutionalist 
officer. Even widows of wealth who 
bear names detested by the Constitu- 
tionalist, are not spared. The residence 
of Senora Julio Limantour was taken 
because her husband, who had been 
dead for years, was a brother of the 


former Finance Minister. Senora Mar- 


} tines del Campo, whose husband was 
one of the great lawyers of the country, 
was compelled to give up her house. 

There is a Mexican :ivrtng in the cap- 
ital who has been Known to Carranzs 
since he was a child. Carangza has had 
him on his knees, played with him, 
been & guest at his father’s house. This 
man is bedridden, dying of consump- 
tion. His wife's motor was commah- 
deered, despite a personal protest te 
Carranza. 

Pedro Lascurain, against his will. was 
induced to accept the foreign ministry 
portfolio in Madero’s last cabinet. That 
is the only semblance of political activ- 
ity he has ever given. His affiliation 
with Madero logically would be pre- 
sumed to give protection to his prop- 
erty, but his house has been confis- 
cated. 


Graft in Captured Dynamite. 


Loot—farniture, rugs, books, pictures, 
jowelry—are being offered for: sale at 
bargain prices. In the Ciudadela an 
officer has established a sort of clear 
ing house for the vending of loot. 
Officers In quest of pocket money take 
articles from the houses where they are 
quartered and send them to the Ctuda- 
dela for sale. Recently an officer sent 
severa)] furniture vans to the residence 
of Eduardo Tamariz, who for a time 
had one of the portfolios in Huerta’s 
cabinet. The house was stripped. When 
the vans were filled they drove away, 
where, no one knows. 

There is a scarcity of dynamite tn the 
republic, which is a serious obstacle to 
resumption of work In what few mines 
can safely be operseted. Huerta accu- 
mulated in the capital nearly 9000 cases 
of the explosive. It was believed he 
intended to blow up the public buildings 
if the rebels besieged the capital. 

This dynamite was sold recently by a 
Coustitutionalist jefe to several mining 
companies. Two bills were made out, 
one at which the dynamite was charged 
at the regular price. So much of the 
proceeds were turned into the public 
treasury. But, in addition, under an- 
other bill, the companies paid a pre- 
mium of seven pesos over and above 
the regular price, which went Into the 
poceket of the jefe. 

Every railway station is a fortress, 
garrisoned heavily, with artillery and 


machine guns ready for instant use. 


When an incoming train arrives the exit 
gates are closed until a gap is left only 
wide enough for a single person. Two 
Riles of filthy soldiers form a lane lead- 
ing to the gap. At the gate stands an 
officer. As passengers approach each is 
halted and searched for arms. 

Foreigners are not exempt. Horses 
are as much in demand by the Constitu- 
tlonalists as motors. Every lvery es- 
tablishment and scores of private sta- 
bles have been raided and cleaned out. 
Even if owenrship of herses is proved 
by Americans and other foreigners the 
owners are told to file a claim against 
the Government. 

Recently the favorite riding horse of 
Paul May, the Belgian Minister, was 
commandeered. May, who was ardent 
In his espousal of Huerta’s cause, pro- 
tested to Carranza, who*was sympathet- 
ic, but the Minister’s horse i« still miss- 
ing. 
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Staguated. 


Business is almost at a standstill. 
Stocks in rail shops and in most whole- 
sale establishments have been allowed 
to run down owing to uncertainty of 
commercial conditions anc the posses- 
sion of the Vera Cruz custom house by 
the Americans. Scores of shops have 
closed. Those that remain open are not 
anxious to sell in return for the depre- 
clated paper currency, which forms the 
only medium of exchange. 

Hard money has vanished almost en- 

tirely. Even fractional currency is be- 
ing hoarded and one seldom receives 
even a silver dime in change. One man 
offered a $2 bill in payment for a %-cent 
cigar on a recent day. In change he re- 
ceived two Constitutionalist vales for 
% cents and an assortment of other 
vales, ranging from those issued by res- 
taurants, to‘street car tickets, but not 
a centavo in real money, copper or sil- 
ver. 
‘Millions of pesos are being printed off 
weekly from the Conastitutionalist press- 
es. There is not a centavo back of the 
paper except the Provisional Govern- 
ment’s promige to pay. If the next Con- 
stitutionalist Government legalizes them 
these flat issues may be worth some- 
thing in hard money.

VERA CRUZ, Sept. 24.—One returns 
from Mexico City saddenea by the 
changes which revolution has produced 
in the life and appearance of that beau- 
tiful capital.

laying the game that was foreign to 

im than Inman was at balk iine. 
Hoppe in the five English games scored 
1285 points, while Inman made only 703 
caroms in six balk line contests. 

Each showed during the week hers 
that he was worthy the world’s title 
at his own game. Hoppe on three oc. 
casions gave brilliant exhibitions, the 
best of them being a run of 193 in to- 
night’s game. He nursed the ivories a‘ 
the top of the table for this run, during 
which he resorted only three times to 
a drive of either object ball the length 
of the table for position. He was mak.- 
ing an effort to make the high run of 
the match, but slipped up when he made 
a count, but failed to get*either ball 
out of balk. 

The high run of the match—22li—wa 

made by Inman on the English table 
last night, when he played top-notc} 
English billiards and scored hazards to 
the side and top corner pockets with 
deadly accuracy.

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Thousands of persons attended the 
opening yesterday of the two-day 
festival at Delmar Garden to raise 
funds for the wounded German and 
Austrian soldiers and those made 
widows and orphans by the war in 
those countries. 

Those in charge of the festival de- 
clared the spirit the St. Louisans of 
German descent are showing in at- 
tending the affair assured the suc- 
cess of the venture and the raising 
of the desired $100,000. Only $50,000 
is to be raised at the festival, as 
half of the $100,000 has already beer. 
'pledged b¢é individuals. 

The many booths in the garden, 
decorated with American, German 
and Austrian flags, were besieged all 
day by men and women who spent 
money freely to aid unfortunate per- 
sons in the countries at war. 

Small souvenirs in the form of 
replicas of the Iron Cross, were sold 
by girls and $10,000 was taken in 
by them during the day. Albert Von 
Hoffmann started a spirited contest 
for the first of a few special crosses 
offered for sale. It was made of gold 
and set with a small diamond. He 
bid $100 for it. Other bidders entered 
the field and the price offered short- 
ly before midnight was $175. 

Everything sold on the grounds 
was donated. : 

Kersting Denounces English. 

Henry A. Kersting, president of the 
St. Louis section of the German- 
American Alliance, was the only one 
of several speakers to violate the 
“neutrality” suggestion of President 
Wilson. He’ made a speech in which 
he declared the French and English 
were guilty of “barbarous atrocities” 
in pitting Indian and African troops 
against men of their own color. 

“Almighty God will surely send 
down the shafts of lightning 8 = 
thunderbolts to destroy such dam 
nable people,” Kersting cried at the 
conclusion of his address. 

Ile read excerpts from an address 
by Lord Chatham made to the House 
of Lords during the American Revo- 
lution, in which the statesman scored 
his countrymen for permitting the 
English in America to enlist the aid 
of the savage Indians in their at- 
tempts to conquer the rebellious col- 
onists. 

“The English are less humane now 
than they were then,” he said, 

Other speakers were former Judge 
Hugo Muench, Emil Frei, the Rev. J. 
Balzer and Dr. J. Schwegel, Austrian 
Consul. 

The festival was arranged by the 
Citizens’ Relief Committee, of which 
Emil Frei is chairman. 


Dancing at Night. 
Entertainment was furnished itn the 


evening by members of ths varius 
singing and turning. societies’ of the 
city in folk songs and dances. A mil- 
itary play was presented in the thea- 
ter by the German Stock Company, 
followed by a patriotic tableau show- 
ing the Emperors of Germany and 
Austria clasping hands with the epirit 
of Columbia E. E. Krug imperson- 
ated the Kaiser and Theodore Lang 
the Austrian Emperor.

day, are Mayor Kiel, Conway Elder, 
Dr. Carl Barck, C. Porter Johnson, 
Thomas ID. Cannon, the Rev. Joseph 
Lubeley, the Rev. E, Richter and 
Charles Hertenstein.

President Expected to Attend Peace 
Services Twice Teday. p 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Prayers that 
the great war in Europe soon may 


come to an end will be offered in 
churches of all creeds in the capital and 
throughout the nation tomorrow.

The President himself will attend 
peace services in the morning at the 
Central Presbyterian Church, and in the 
afternoon he probably will be among 
the thousands gathered for open-air 
services around the “Peace Cross” on 
the site chosen for the new Episcopal 
Cathedral of St. Paul and St. Peter. 

Special prayers will be said there for 
peace among the warring nations for 
the wounded soldiers in urope and for 
President Wilson and “all others in 
authority.”

Plans Are Made for Erection 
of Handsome Business 
Block and for Downtown 
Improvements, but Details 
Have Not Yet Been Made 


Public. 


REALTY MEN ENTHUSED 
OVER PARKWAY PLANS 


Exchange Has Indorsed Pro- 
posal for Hotel and Grand 
Opera House at Each End 
of Proposed Boulevard 
Which Will Beautify City. 


Several important deals {n downtown 
property have been virtually closed, 
but until signed and sealed they will not 
be disclosed. 

Two of the largest deals, {f complet- 
ed, will awaken, it is said, Locust street 
and Washington avenue, the former be- 
tween Eighth and Twelfth streets and 
the latter between Eighteenth and Jef- 
ferson avenue. The Mercantile Trust 
Co. is conducting negotiations in the one 
and the Hildenbrandt & Noble Real Bs- 
tate Co. in the other instance. The lat- 
ter contempla it is understood, the 
erection of a handsome business block. 

Comparatively few building projects 
are being submitted, owing to the indis- 
position of capitalists to consider ven- 
tures, the indications being that build- 
tra operations in the business section 
on a large scale will be curtailed for 
awhile. 

Enthused Over Busch Pians. 

Capitalists as well as real estate 
agents are enthusiastic over the plans 
of August A. Busch, president of 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion, to erect, at the east and at 
the west end of the proposed Central 
Traffic Parkview, a magnificent hotel] 
structure and a grand opera house. 

The project, embracing the parkway 
hotel and Grand Opera house, would, it 
is predicted, rejuvenate the city. 

As proposed, the hotel will be 20 stories 
in height, and will occupy the entire 
half block on the west side of Twelfth 
street extending from Chestnut to Mar- 
ket streets. The construction and ar- 
chitectural treatment will be such as to 
enhance rather than to mar the beauty 
of the parkway, it is declared. 

The block on the east side of Twelfth 
street, between Chestnut and Market 
street, is available for the hotel] im- 
provement, but now that the plans have 
been revealed. it could hardly be ac- 
quired at a reasonable price. 

Exchange Approves Pian. 

The directors of the St. Louls Real 
' Betate Wxchange, at a recent meeting, 
approved the Centra] traffic parkway 
plan without a dissenting voice. 

St. Louls is the best liquidated city in 
the United States, according to J. B. 
Dobyn, « prominent attorney, who has 
dust returned from a tour of Hastern 
eities, and who is a close observer of 
business conditions. This city, he de- 
elared, is on a more solid basis than 
any other city of the country, and by 
virtue of its central location is destined 
te become the commercial pivot of the 
United States. Dobyn was astonished 
te hear of the opposition to the proposed 
Adolhpus Hotel, which he declares wil! 
be an attraction to the city and which 
will accentuate the beauty of the pro- 
posed Central Parkway. 

What St. Louis needs more than any- 
thing else is a hotel on the scale and 
grandeur of that proposed by August A. 
Busch, according to Joseph Griswold, 
ewner of the Laclede Hote! business and 
ate. The opvortunity to secure tb’ 
magnificent improvement for St. Louis 
should not be overlooked.

EXCHANGE IS LOWER 


Gold-Pool Fund Should Quickly 
Ease Foreign Credit 
Position. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The Evening 
Post, in its oopyrighter weekly 
financtal review, says: 

“There was nothing {n the day's 
news from Blurope to attract @ten- 
tion, so far as the conduct of the war 
was concerned. But dispatches from 
London told of further headway that 
was being made in the effort to re- 
sume security trading on a restricted 
scale and prevent disturbance follow- 
ing the modification next week of the 
moratorium in Great Britain. 

‘It was evident that the bankers 
there were also doing what they 
could to assist in the restoration of 
normal conditions in the foreign ex- 
change market. Private dispatches 
from London reflected the interest 
that was taken in the operations of 
the ‘gold pool’ here and the closeness 
with which the announcement of gen- 
eral policies was awaited. 

“Although the sale of exchange by 
the gold-fund committee did not be- 
gin until yesterday, the formation 
of the pool has had marked influence 
upon foreign exchange rates. The 
committee received payment today 
for the first sales of exchange that 
it has made, and the formal demand 
will probably be made on Monday for 
the initial $26,000,000 installment 
which the banks will be asked to con- 
tribute. 

Geld Fand Is Subscribed. 

“It is possible that no further pey- 
ments will be required, but this will de- 
pend, however, entirely on the attitude 
of London, and on the course of ex- 
change rates under the new conditions 
which will prevail now that the gold- 
fund committee is actualiy selling ex- 
change bills. 

“But further installments will be called 
for if they are needed to accomplish 
the purposes for which the pool was 
formed. All but $5,000,000 of the $100,000,- 
000 originally asked for has been sub- 


scribed, and there is no doubt that the 
balance will be forthcoming within a 
few days. 

“The quotation on sight drafts or 
London has been depressed 5 cents 
in the pound sterling since the wee) 
opened, although the pool is only a 
few days old. ut the willingness with 
which banks in all sections of the 
United States responded to the deman: 
insured the success of the undertakin: 
from the start, so that the sentimenta) 
influence was at any rate important. 

‘The very high rates which prevailec 
early in the week were due largely to 
the belated demand from those wh 
had to make heavy payments abroad o: 
Oct. lL. The remittances are always 
heavy at this season, but the situatio: 
was unusual this year, in that a great 
many engagements had to be covere 
which, under normal conditions, would 
have been arranged for two or three 
weeks ago. These had been deferre: 
until the last mament, because of the 
very high rates for exchangs and the 
unoertainty about the gold fund. 


Money Market Is Paster. 


“So far as the money market is 
concerned, conditions have not 
changed matertfally, except that the 
strain has lessened and there is no 
longer the broad demand for the cur- 
gy 4 remittances to’ the West which 
~~ anks here had to contend with 
a fortnight ago. 


“Call money has been loaned in con- 
siderable volume at 6 per cent, ex- 
cept in cases where the borrower was 
not a customer of the bank or where 
the collateral offered consisted chiefly 
of highly speculative stocks. 


“But within the last few days, 6 
per cent has come to be the ruling 
rate charged for all loans, whereas 
in September the 8 per cent quotation 
prevailed much of the time. 

“But the willingness of the i + 
borrowers to pay 7 per cent for the 
corporation loans floated this week. 
showed that that rate would prevail) 
in cases where important note issues 
were offered. The one and twy-year 
note is still the most popular form of 
investment in the market, and the 
extent to which these notes have been 
applied for of late by private and in- 
stitution buyers suggests that the de- 
mand will broaden materially in the 
near future. 

“Many interior banks have bought 
New York City notes for the purpose 
of maintaining a secondary reserve, 
such as in normal tires is Invested 
in loans made on call In Wall street. 

“These investments have been 
nrompted in part, too, by the desire 
of various banks to keep their money 
employed at remunerative rates, pend- 
ing the paying over of the contribu. 
tions later on for stock itn the Fed- 
eral reserve banks, and of that por- 
tion of reserve money which will be 
carried hereafter by regional’ banks. 

“The naming this week of the Fed- 
eral reserve hank directors tn Class 
. by the Federal Reserve Board 
shows that the preliminary details of 
the new eystem are being rapidly 
worked out. Rut there ts no great rea- 
eon to seuppose that any attempt will 
he made to start the new reional 
banks with full financial equipment, 
for sotre time to come. 

Foreigners to Ask Loans. 

“Theré are some indications that the 
banking community will have some ‘op- 
portunity to subscribe new foreign 
loans [{n the near future. °o such 
propositions have been turned down, but 
there were reports today that a Nor- 
wexian loan would be taken up by tm- 
portant banki-¢e interests here within a 
few days.

Assuming no unfavorable military 
developments, the moratorium in our 
market will probaly expire peacefully 
at the allotted dates prescribed; end- 
ing Nov. 4. The chief problems are 
the Stock Exchange and the merch- 
andise exporters. Concerning the one, 
a scheme is being definitely formu- 
lated subject to the Treasury's decis- 
ion early next week, which if favor- 
ably received, may pave the way to 
gradual resumption of business in 
stocks.

Bank Leans Increased. 


The £6,000,000 sterling Increase o 
loans at the Bank this week. after 
month of steady reduction, was due 
to a new rush to discount “pre-mora- 
torium” bills—not because of panie 
hy holders, but through the Bank’s 
desire to get them itn. The general 
position is now being excellently 
handled. In our note circulation the 
net increase in the whole period of 
crisis is expressed by £28.000.000 cur- 
rencv notes. against which £5.090.000 
eterling gold ts already “ear-marked.” 
in spite of which, the Bank’s stock of 
gold coin and bullion is now at the 
meximum of its history. 

Our Government has thus far bor- 
rowed at per cent or lower. as 
against the 56% per cent paid by Ger- 
many, and the German note circula- 
tion is up £100.000,000 sterling. Our 
own war expenses will probably can- 
tinue to be financed on Treasury bills 
until the end of the year.

“The bank statement showed much 
the largest reduction in the deficiency 
of reserve since the situation in that 
regard began to improve four weeks 
ago. Through a «cain of $9,000,000 cash 
for all institutions, and a curtailment of 
$24,500,000 on the loan account the defi- 
cit is lowered $12,700,000.

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COTTON EXPORTS 
“SHOW INCREASE 
DURING THE WEEK 


Great Britain Buys More Than 
During Entire Preceding 
Part of the Season. 


The notable feature for this week 
in the cotton market is the increase 
in exports There have been exported 
to Great Britsin this week more cot- 
ton than during the whole of the pre- 
ceding portion of the season, nearly 


two months. While exports to Great | 


Britain are not yet large enough to 
he compared decently with the move- 
ment in former vears. at the same 
time there is encouragement in the 
increase. The Continent is taking 
some cotton and Japan some. It is 
reported ‘that a ship will leave Gal- 
veston for the latter country within 
the next few days with 13,000 bales 
of cotton, proceeding via the Panama 
Canal, and that t cargo will be 
followed by others for the same 
country. 

The consideration of the figures 
covering exports of cotton during the 
peenens season must, more than ever, 

e considered in conjunction with the 
exports of cotton goods, and the tak- 
ings by American epinners. In this 
connection it must be remembered 
that the export of cotton is part of 
the general movement and helps make 
up the visible supply of cotton. On 
the other hand, when the finished 
product ts exported it affects the 
price of cotton only in an indirect 
way, showing the trend of business 
and the possibilities for further tak- 
ings of cotton. 

Credits Affect Trade. 
movement of cotton has not 
fairly begun, and figures are no ide 
to conditions. The lateness of the 
crop and the disturbance abroad have 
stopped everything. From now on the 
movement will be some guide as to 
probable prices. The enforced curtail- 
ment of consumption abroad will en- 
hance the consumption in this coun- 
try, but there are difficulties in the 
wa yof pushing the business to con- 
summation. The matter of credits af- 
fects South American trade. The dif- 
ficulty of distribution affects Red 
Sea trade, on account of danger to 
shipping and risk of loss through 
confiscation, etc. Trade with China 
is restricted by lack of funds among 
the merchants. 

It is reported that several large 
orders for goods have been received 
from Europe by exporters in this 
country. One New York mill is said 
to have received orders for 600,000 
sheets, another for a line of duck and 
khaki, another for cotton cloth for 
one purpose or another. It is sure that 
when these orders come from a bel 
ligerent country there will be much 
secrecy surrounding them. It is not 
unreasonable to assume that there 
have been orders of this character 
received by mills in this country and 
that the goods have yet to be made 
up, creating a better demand for cot- 
ton. Certain it is that sellers are a 
little more independent in making 
prices on forward shipments of goods 
and it is believed that the stocks of 
goods {n mill handa are not large. 

Manufacturers in this country occupy 
an unusual position; their supply of cot- 
ton is before them and competitive buy- 
ing is reduced to a minimum; their 
home market for the finished product is 
freed of foreign competition; their ex- 
port business is capable of extension be- 
yond their previous expectations. Under 
the circumstances it is to be expected 
that there is a margin of profit in pres- 
ent transactions and that they will 
write off any losses incurred by the de- 
cline in prices following the beginning 
of the war, and make every effort to 
overcome the difficulties {n the way 
of extension of their trade to foreign 
countries. Such an attitude will compel 
large purchases of cotton for nearly 
immediate use and do much to steady 
the cotton market. 

Out of an apparently overwhelming 
supply of cotton a quantity may be 
taken that will reduce the surplus sur- 
prisingly. The movement in favor of a 
drastic curtailment of acreage next sea- 
son gains strength. The price of cot- 
ton would advance if curtailment were 
assured. Financiers, backed by the 
Government's ready willingness to ad-

vance money on cotton, are not averse 
to carrying ootton for their clients for 
a year if need be, provided they have 
the assurance that their collateral is not 
awakened by another bi ets Every 
farmer should feel himself obligated to 
the people who help him not to plant 
largely to cotton next spring. 

Cotton seasons overlap and part of the 
crop of this season is not used until 
next season; so it is that the possible 
future supply affects immediate prices. 
The war will not last forever, and there 
will be a market for all of this crop 
provided it is properly picked, ginned 
and cared for; under no circumstances 
should the laber of months be allowed 
to go to waste; fit should be remembered 
that ft is not the quantity of cotton in 
existence that makes for lower P virge t 
it is the quantity of cotton t is 
pressed for sale. 

Acreage Too Large. 

The two largest crops ever made 
proved this. n both those years in 
mid-season rices declined to a low 
level (in neither tnetance as low as 
present prices) and from the low level 
immediately began to climb and the very 
highest price of the season was regis- 
tered at the very close of the season. 
Why was this? It was the result of 
heavy selling by dealers and manu- 
facturers who saw what they thought 
was overproduction and oversold the 
market. There are many today who 
believe that present prices, however low, 
are too high, and overselling may re- 
sult again. The Government report of 
conditions and ginning will probably be 
construed as bearish: just now there is 
hardly anythin bearish in crop re- 
ports further than a confirmation of 
what we already know—that there is 
more cotton than can be tmmediately 
disposed of. Let no farmer regret that 
his long months of labor have n re- 
warded by a big crop.

BAD FOR SELLING 
SIDE DURING WEEK 


Few Prime Steers Offered and 
Supply of Medium Grade 
Stock Was Excessive.

Conditions which characterized the 
trade in cattle the past week were al- 
most identical with those of the pre- 
vious period.

Almost every fac- 
tor of the week was adverse to the 
selling side, and the market was far 
from satisfactory to this contingent. 

Excessive supplies of medium-grade 
stuff made these kinds particularly hard 
to dispose of, and it was impossible to 
place them at the previous week’s val- 
ues. Buyers were after concessions al! 
week, using the liberal runs as an ¢x- 
cuse, and they succeeded. Strictly prime 
beeves were nominally steady, but me- 
dium kinds were almost a fiat quarter 
lower, and common grades off 
Nothing over $10.2 was received. 

he trade in heifers was in many re- 
spects similar to that in steers. Sup- 
ply was liberal and the large quota of 
medium to common heifers proved bur- 
densome fn that it was excessive. Pack- 
ers showed plainly at the outset of the 
week that they did not want medium- 
grade heifers unless discounts could be 
secured, and local butchers offered lit- 
tle relief. Strictly prime, tidy weight 
heifers were steady, but medium to good 
Grades were 15@25c lower and common 
grass heifers 25@35c under the previous 
week. 

Vealers Steady. 

Best cows above $6.25 reflected little 
change during the week, although to- 
ward the close there was some weak- 
ness. On cows between $5 and $6 it 
was largely a 2@3ic lower deal, and 
they were slow.

Best bulls 
were steady during the week; others, 
however, sold 15@25c lower.

What it all amounts to is that a man must 
have imagination. A man is either born with an tmagination or he is 
aot. Other people have more imagination about a workman’s life than 
he has. So. they take advantage of him. The very things you tell the 
factory hand to do are things he can't do, because he is in a factory. 

To say nothing of thinking of others, he is too tired even do think of 
himself. 

It is a kind of mockery to tell a factory hand he must have an im- 
agination. He can't. That’s just it. Sincerely yours, 


Ll have never known a man who was born without an imagination. A 
little child always has one. Every man starts with one. Then everybody 
piles on him for the first few years of his life and keeps him from using it. 
Schools, parents, machines and factories are all hateful to a boy if he 
makes things up in his mind and works things out for himself. 

They say: ‘‘look here, boy! WE are shaping you. We have got 
a three-eighths of an inch hole in this world for you to fill, and here you 
are shaping yourself for a hole you haven’t got! 
Do you know any hole the shape you are getting to be?’’ 

This scares the boy, naturally. He doesn’t really know the exact hole 
he is for, so early. He can’t say anything or prove anything. So he 
stows his imagination away in the cellar of his mind and gives it up. 
Civilization thinks of Holes first—all of its dear, beautiful, precious Holes—— 
und of boys afterward. Then it begins paring the boys down. Schools, 


parents, clergymen, all pare. And when the boys grow up, factories pare. 


‘This is my- first answer to this letter. The writer puts the blame on 


“the way human nature is made. Human nature is the way we make it, and 


we are making it look and act in a way that is not natural to it. : 

When a boy’s parents and teachers have been paring on him for 10 
years it is unfair to look at the boy and say that this is he. And when a 
factory has pared on a man for 10 years, it is unfair to look at the man 
and say that that is he. That is what is left of him, and it is not fair to 
the man to regard him or to legislate for him or plan factories and institu- 
tions for him without thinking of what he latently is and of what could 
be done with him if he were allowed to have his parings on. 

As long as we judge human nature by the way it looks or even by 
the way it acts we will never get out of our difficulties. The decisive 
fact in dealing with people is not what they look like—that is: what other 


people by the way they treat them have made them look like—but what . 


they really are and what they were meant to look like and what they 
are going to be, the moment schools, factories and parents stop mussing 
them up 8o that nobody would know them. fe 

This disagreeable fact about parents and factories is a very encour- 
aging ‘one to see and to believe.

about it 

Some say that the only way a factory can stove a hole through the 
top or get the right to thik enough of others to see how to stove it, 
is to make a fight for higher wages first! 

It seems to me it would be more practical to turn this around and 
make a fight for the right to think first. Then the right to higher wages 
will take care of itself. 

The law of higher wages is that the workman who is able to think 
of something besides his wages and who is able to think of his work 
earns more. 

The most stupendous indictment that can be made against our 
modern factory owners and managers is that all that they can get most 
of the men in their factories to think of is their wages. The majority 
of our factories (fortunately of the going-by type) won't give a workman 
a chance to think of a single thing, if they ean help it, exeept getting 
enough to eat. Of course if a workman is kept so that all-he has time 
to think of is his wages, and of, getting bigger wages, he cannot get them. 

_ The average going-by factory fixes things so that all that interests an 
intelligent man in it is getting his wages raised. Then after practically 
ordering him, by the way they-treat.him, not to be interested in his work 
—not to be interested in anything, except his wages—they cut his wages 
down because he is not interested in his work. 

The less mén are interested in their work, the less money they can 
earn; and in the long run the less money they earn the less money 
there will be for them to get. The fight to keep wages down and the 
fight to get wages up is a weak, a foolish fight. There is no end to it. 
The a thing to fight for that can get anywhere is a fight for the right 
to think. | !

HILE it is premature to say that 
events verified the pronouncement 
of Sir Percy Scott, Admiral in the 
British navy, that “As the motor 
vehicle has driven the horse from 
the road, so has the submarine 
driven the battleship from the sea,”’ 

the present European conflict has proved that the sub- 
marine has more than held its own with the battleship. 

When the U-9, single German submarine, which cost 
$500,000 and carried a crew of 20, stole out into the 
North Sea a few days ago and, within twenty minutes 
of fighting, sent $12,000,000 worth of armored cruisers 
and hundreds of men to the bottom, there was scarcely 
a German who did not feel that all of his country’s ex- 
penditures for submarines had been amply repaid. 

In trying to discount the moral effect of that affair, 
the British authorities announced that the lost cruisers, 
the Aboukir, the Hogue and the Cressy, were of anti- 
quated class, built 14 years before, at a cost of $4,000,000 
each. But what happened to these three ships might 
have happened to three of the largest. and most ex- 
pensive of Britain’s warships if they, instead of the 
Aboukir, the Hogue and the Cressy, had been in the 
right place. That is to say, $500,000 invested in one sub- 
marine would have destroyed battleships representing 
an outlay of between, $36,000,000 and $40,000,000. 

The most expensiv® submarine costs about $600,000. 
Twenty of them can be built for the cost of one of the 
most modern big warships: And any one of the 20, if it 
got into proper contact, could account for the warship. 

In spite of all this, however, the general superiority 
of the submarine over the big battleship lacks a great 
deal of being proved. When the first motor-driven 
torpedo was perfected men predicted the finish of the 
big battleship. They predicted it again when the tor- 
pedo boat was invented and again when the torpedo- 
boat destroyer came into being. Each of these was and 
is a perpetual menace to even the largest ironclad and 
yet the ironclads have always found some means of 
adequete defense against them. 

Whether they can do so against the sa#bmarine re- 
mains to be seen. Already they have 
certain advantages such as superior speed 
and mobility. Yet the venomous little 
craft, sneaking up below the surface of 
the water and launching a death blow 
at its most vulnerable part, is apparently 
the deadliest enemy the big man-o’-war 
has yet encountered. 

If the warship stays out in the open 
sea and keeps moving, the chances of 
effective action against it by a subma- 
rine appear to be reduced to an almost in- 
considerable minimum. But when the 
warship cruises about languidly in a close 
blockade line or takes refuge in a harbor 
or assails land fortifications, it subjects 
itself perpetually to an attack for which 
it at the present time is the poorest pre- 
pared. There is not even any assurance 
that it will much longer be safe out at sea, 
for the submarines are beginning to solve 
the problems of long submergence and 
rapid movements. Certainly any fleet with a shoal of 
hostile submarines hanging on its flanks and contin- 
ually harassing it will find much of its own effective- 
ness impaired. Admiral Dewey is said to have declared 
that if the Spanish had had one or two modern subma- 
rines at Manila Bay his great victory over Montejo’s 
fleet would have been im- 
possible. If the Russians

“Having run her time, she rises, but only so far as 
necessary for renewed observation.

“The torpedo when ready for dis- 
charge, lies in line of the boat’s keel.

“These ascertained qualities present a 
very formidable aggregate, constituting 
the submarine an imposing personality. 
These are her offensive powers, always 
most important in an instrument of war. 
Defensively, she possesses invisibility ap- 
proaching totality when actually sub- 
merged; and when rising can be caught 
only by a lucky glance, which cannot follow at any great 
depth under the water. When but slightly immersed, the 
sea compasses her around as a shiel@} impenetrable to 
even large projectiles. When these strike at small an- 
gles, as from a vessel they usually will, they glance from 
water as from armor, risimg harmless in the air. 

“In sum, then, the subma- 
‘ine possesses in high degree 


had had modern subma- 
rines the Japanese fleet 
might. never have been able 
to bombard Port Arthur. 

Summing it all up, the 
submarine seems to have 
proved very clearly that it 
has added a new and revo- 
lutionary aspect to marine 
fighting. It seems to have 
demonstrated fully its abil- 
ity to do the things for 
which it was designed and — 
to have made it extremely , 
probable that naval grand 
tactics will have to be 
completely revised. 

Many theorists predicted | 
that this would come to 
pass.

ND now young music students are told te take their lessons home and 
DANCE them instead of playing them qn the piano!

and have saved it from oblivion. 

The difficulty of this beautiful dance. 

and the variety of its steps, keep it 
in a place apart, and so much so- 

that it has been in imminent dan- 

ger of perishing. Now we have 

culled the wheat from the chaff, picked out the easiest 
and most graceful of the many steps and put it on a 
permanent basis where the tango deserves to stay, 
along with the one-step, hesitation and maxixe. As 
now standardized it is simple and dignified and should 

find its place on every ball room floor. 

We have cut the tango down to six steps and four 
figures, all of them easy and graceful. By following 
the directions given, any person who has learned the

rudiments of dancing may pick up the standardized 
tango by holding a copy of this Magazine in the hand 
and working out the steps, which are given for each 
distinct movement.

The tango is danced in twofour time, with a 
peculiar rhythm all its own. There are eight measures 
and 16 counts to each figure. The waltz position is 
the aceepted manner of beginning the dance, the man’s 
left hand extended with the palm partly turned upward 
and the woman’s hand resting lightly in it. The arms 
are always curved. The man’s right arm is around his 
partner's waist, supporting her lightly. The tango is 
the exception to the rule that all dances begin with 
the left foot for the man. In the tango he starts on 
the right. 

Fig. I. El Marcha—-The man walks forward four steps, 
beginning with his right foot; the woman walks 
backward four steps, beginning with the left. 

El Medio Cortez—The man steps forward on the 
right foot and then points the left foot in front, 
slightly turning the body to the right; count two 
and back with the left, slightly bending the left 
knee and raising the right toe.

~ There seems tw be an inevitable tendency to exagzer- 
ate losses in warfare, even in one’s own ranks, as well 
‘as-in the ranks of the enemy. So well known is this 
that when Lieutenant-Colonel Fox of the United States 
‘army, in 1898, published a complete statistical report 
‘6f the losses.in the war of 
1861-65, he thought it ad- 
visable to print a word of 
explanation and apology to 
many Union veterans, who, 
he said, would be inclined 
to think their own losses 
much greater than the fig- 
ures actually showed them 
to be. 

It is to be suspected in 
the present struggle that 
the war offices of all the 
countries are trying to 
minimize their losses as

Percentages for a 
whole war or a whole — 
. can scarcely be applied to indi- 
In combat vidual struggles, where the losses 

% will far exceed the tages 
for the campaigns. Yet,-from what figu are at 
present available it does not appear that even in this 
respect is the present conflict bloodier than was the 
war of the States. 

There have been reports of wholesale annihilation of 


_ detachments of troops, yet figures have been wanting. 


What, however, has been described as one of the most 


appalling slaughters ‘happened in a battle in which the 
«One Hundred and Thirty-first German Infantry lost 1141 


men, including six officers. A German regiment is con- 


siderably more than double the size of an American 


regiment, being about 3300. This regiment, then, lost a 
little more than 34 per cent of its strength. 
The Twenty-scixth North Carolina Regiment of 800 


‘men went into the: battle of Gettysburg with its full 


strength. It emerged with the loss of 768 men. A single 
company of three officers and 84 men was represented, 
when the gtrugsle was finished, by one private soldier. 

There were 20 regiments which suffered a 15 per cent 
loss on the AJnion side for the entire Civil, War. ‘The 


. Second Wisconsin’ had the greatest loss of any regi- 


mental command on the Northern side.. It went in with 
1203 men and came out with 965, a loss of 19,7 per 
cent. The First Maine, heavy artillery, lost 19.2; the 
Fifty-seventh Massachusetts 19.1. The 140th Pennsyl-. 
vania came next with 17.4. 

On the Confederate side there were 52 regiments which 
lost more than 5( per cent and 67 which lost more than 
40 per cent. The nature of that struggle is emphasized 

when it is remembered that 
the Confederate commands 
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generally lost greater per- 
centages of men than Union 
commands, yet the total 
Confederate loss for the 
war was between 60,000 and 
100,000 under the Unidn 
losses. This is explained 
in part by the fact that 
Confederate regiments were 
smaller numerically than 
the Unfoén. 

Another thing must be 
remembered: That of all 
items listed under the gen- 
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much as possible. The pur- 
pose is two-fold: to withhold valuable information from 
the opposition and to prevent discouragement at home. 
It may be assumed, also, that the casualties actually 
reported are in point of time far behind any given day 
on which the information is ‘revealed. Thus, the Ger- 
man War Office reported a total loss on one day which 
vas not mathematically consistent with a statement 
-of the following day that the diurnal losses for the 
week had averaged 3200. 

Sept. 11 the Hritish War Office announced an agere- 
gate casualty list of 19,000. ‘Sept. 14 Berlin put the 
tota! German losses at 25,239. Yet on Sept. 12 the 
French War Office announced that their own losses had 
been greater than and out of all proportion to the Brit- 
ish losses, yet still inferior to the German losses! And 
only three days after the Sept. 14 announcement—-lays 
when there had been a comparative lull in the fighting— 
Eerlin gave the total German losses as 45,967. On the 
face of things it doesn’t appear plausible that the Ger- 
mans could have lost almost as many men in those three 
quiet days as they had lost in all of the rest of the war 
in all localities. Six days afterwards Germany put its 
total losses at 63,000. 

- Now, if one concedes the correctness of the French 
ectimate of 150,000 German losses at the battle of the 
Marne—and certainly the French couldn’t be expected, 
“in this instance, to be trying to minimize-the German 
casualties, the fect remains that even then the loss 
would not have been out of

Chances of Life in War and 


in Times of Peace 


IGURES illuminating the actual war cost in 

life as compared with mortality in ordinary 

' human experience recently were published. 

They showed that at the battle of Gettys- 

burg. the death rate to 1000 was 55.5, the highest in 

21 Civil War battles. Life insurance figures show 

that for every 1000 men living at the age of 49, 

the number of those who-die before reaching the 

age of 53, will be 55.6. That is to say, the chance 

of a man getting killed at Gettysburg was about 

the sam® as the chance of a man of 49 not living 
to see his fifty-third birthday. 

The death percentage to the thousand at Chan- 
cellorsville was 20.3. That is, the chance of a 
man getting killed at that sanguinary struggle 
was the same as the chance of a man of 42 not 
living to see his forty-fourth birthday. 

Similarly, the chance every man had of getting 
killed at the battle of Shiloh was the chance a 
man of 30 has of not reaching his thirty-fifth birth- 


day.

A agegerate losses of life in warfare is shown 


in the. following figures: 

The average death rate in Germany is 
probably 20 per 1000, or 1,200,000 a year. Kill 
1,000,000 soldiers and you have only doubled for 
one year the normal outflow. in four years, if 
the normal rate were lessened from 20 per cent 
to 15 per cent, the loss would be numerically made 
up. The loss of life, the loss of time, the loss 
of property in a six-months’ war is after all in- 
‘sh nificant compared to the great enduring ite of 
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the percentage, of course, would be far less than the 
1 War percentages. A fair attempt to strike a 
ance between the French claims on one hand and 
the German admissions on the other would indicate 
that the actual losses in killed, wounded and missing 
on the German side would not exceed 10 per cent 
In declaring the Germans. had lest 150,000, the Freneh 
also admitted 50,000 casualties to the allies. If it be 
supposed that the allies were in a slight numerical 
superiority, as has been asserted, and if the French esti- 
mate of 50,000 be doubled, as was done with the Ger- 


eral term “casualties,” the soldiers actually killed are 
much fewer than those wounded and captured. It seems 
fair to assume that, with modern hospital arrange- 
ments, the percentage of deaths among the wounded 
will be smaller than it was in the Civil War. Col. Fox, 
in the book above mentioned, gives some interesting 
figures to show the relation of killed to wounded in the 
Civil _War. 

The highest percentage on the I'nion side was at the 
battle of Arkansas Post, a relatively minor engagement, 
where 6.7 per cent of the soldiers hit died. The next 
was at Missionary Ridge, where the percentage was 6.2. 
Petersburg came next with 5.6; the Wilderness and 
Cedar Creek next with 5.3; Iu’ra, 5.1; Cold Harbor, 4.9; 
Spottsylvania, 4.9; Chaplin Hills, 4.8; Fort Donelson, 
4.8; Shiloh, 4.7, followed in the order named. 

The largest number of Union soldiers killed in one 
regiment in one battle was at Gettysburg, where the 
First Minnesota Regiment lost 224 men out of 262. The 
First New Jersey lost 116 out of 432 men at Spotsyl- 
vania, and the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts lost 220 out 
of 310 at Cold Harbor. The First Maine lost 210 men 
at Petersburg. 

These figures are illuminating when cOmpared with 
officfal German adurissions of recent losses. Three com- 
panies (750 men) of the Fifty-ninth Infantry lost 356 
men in East Prussia. ‘The 136th Infantry from Stras- 


, bure lost 246 out of a battalion of 1000 men. Thése are

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French scientist perfects electrical process which, 
if it could be continued for seventy-two _ 
hours, would produce a brilliant weigh- 


ing from fifty to sixty carats 


RTIFICIAL diamonds are thought to be a possibility, at least, 
diamonds that can in no degree be told from pure natural 
stones. A French scientist, E. de Boismenu, has announced 
a new process of making them, and stones produced by his 
method have been pronounced ‘genuine by disinterested ex- 


perts, 


that he had created diamonds, but his stones were so 
infinitesimal in size and produced at such enormous ex- 
penditures of time, labor and money that the process 
did not appear generally practicable. If what De Bois- 
menu claims for his method is true, it is not improba- 
ble that the future will see the manufacture of diamonds 
on a large scale. 

lt was considerably more than a century ago that 
Lavoisier discovered that the diamond, hardest, bright- 
est, most brilliant of earth’s jewels, was a first cousin 
to the commonest lump of coal. The basis of both ‘of 
them was the substance known as carbon. But in the 
slow evolution of countless centuries by different proc- 
esses, one of them became an aristocratic gem and 
the other merely inflammable dirt. 

No .sooner had this been discovered than savants 
began trying to find out the secret of the different de- 
velopments of the same thing. With something of a 
show of reason they argued that all they had to dis- 
cover was the method of doing in a brief time what 
nature had required thousands of years to accomplish, 

They remembered that diamonds are found only in 
certain earth formations in South Africa, India, and 
Brazil. They deduced that, from its appearance, the 
diamond must have been a liquid carbon before it be- 
came a solid carbon and their first problem was to learn 
how to liquify carbon. 

Now there is a- chemical pe- 
culiarity in all forms of carbon 
and that is what is called its 


/ 
Many years ago Moissan, another scientist, announce 


affinity for oxygen. That is, 
whenever 
oxygen, it instantly . combines 
with it, For this reason it has 
been found well-nigh impossible 
to make a liquid out of any form 
of carbon. Heat a lump of coal 
and, instead of melting it as you 
melt a lump of iron, you set it 
ablaze and the carbon passes in- 
stantly. from a solid form into a 
gaseous one. : 

But carbon, when heated, will 
also combine with certain other 


minerals, such as iron, manganese, silver, potassiums, . 
etc. Thus, a 


sodiums, lithiums, bariums, calciums, 
molten mass of iron at a temperature of 1600 degrees 
will dissolve and absorb 3 per cent of carbon. Raise 
the temperature to 2000 degrees and it will absorb 4 
per cent, but when the temperature is again reduced 
to 1600 it will discharge the extra 1 per cent. 

Now it is evident that the combination at 2000 degrees 
is liquid and that the carbon part of it therefore must 
also be liquid. The scientists believed that in the cool- 
ing process the disgorged 1 per cent of carbon would 
be a solid reproduced from liquid carbon—in other 
words a diamond. 

The problem then was how to keep it intact without 
letting oxygen into it in the cooling process. It came 
to’ be believed that some such thing has happened in 
nature when liquid carbon, through some accidental 
formation of the earth’s crust which prevented the al- 
most universal admission of oxygen. Wherever this 
had happened a diamond had been produced. 


Moissan believed this could be done by exerting tre- 
mendous pressure on the liquid iron-carbon ¢ .mbina- 
tion. He inclosed within a ste] cube all the liquid it 
would contain. This was heated a tremendous degree, 
and then coole¢ as ranidly as possible. Because of the 
pressure thus createc he actually produced microscopic 
diamond crystals. The cost of this, however, showed 
that the method had no commercial value. 

De Boismenu declares he has found a way of doing 
the same thing which does not in any way depend upon 
pressure. It is based on the employment of an electric 
furnace to heat his metal combination to the desired 
temperature and then to separate the solidified car- 
bon from the other substances by electrolysis. In a 
recent French periodical he described his process as 
follows: 

“We chose a substance very 
rich in carbon, calcium car- 
bide, in which there is a 
relation of 62.5 of calcium 
and 37.5 of carbon. Thus in 
a kilogram of carbide one 
ought theoretically to isolate 
375 grams of carbon, where- 
as in the treatment of 
carbureted melted irons as 
above described one can only 
isolate the carbon in excess 
of the saturation. 


“The carbide to be treated 
was placed on a_ bed of 
quicklime in an electric re- 
sistance furnace and through 
it was passed a ¢urrent of 
low voltage and high am- . 
perage. When a temperature 
of 2700 degrees was reached 
the carbide liquified. The 
electrolysis action from the 
dynamos under a continaous 
current separated the ele 
ments of the mixture. Con- 
forming to the rules of 
electrolysis, the calcium was 
drawn towards the negative 
pole. There it burned, pro 
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tangular trough of fireproof | 
fourths full of quicklime dust, forming a protecting aud i 
isolated base. Two cylindrical electrodes, 156 milli- | 
meters in diameter, passed through the center and were 
arranged in such a way as to be easily moved back and 
forth by the hand.

“Examined under the micrscope, at an enlargement 
of 20 diameters, these crystals showed all the exterior 
appearances of trne diamonds. Some of them revealed 
the characteristic facets of the diamond and reflected 
lights just as diamonds do. Extremely hard, they 
scratched glass and steel. Plunged into iodide of methy-- 
lene, they showed a density of about 3:5 and sank 
slowly to the bettom. The diamond alone of known 
transparent crysta!s will sink in this dense liquid. We 
were able then, in advance of the official examinations 
wh'ch were to confirm our conclusions later, to declare 


that at last we had realized the synthesis of the dia- 


: 


monds. 
“Another experiment the next day, under the same 
conditions, except that the exposure in the furnace 
lasted half an hour longer, confirmed these results. .En- 
covraged, we pursued the series of experiments, learn- 
ing better methods:of operation and prolonging the time 
of exposure.

New Submarines to Be Largest Yet 


N advance of anytning yet built for European navies, 
the new submarines now under construction for 
the United States will be larger, have a greater 
cruising radius, and be more powerfully equipped 

an any yet attempted on either side of the Atlantic. 

The new craft are 265 feet long, with a beam of 23 feet 
and a draft of 13 feet. On, the surface they are de- 
signed to make a speed of from twelve and one-half to 
eighteen miles an hour, with a capacity for Hmited 
periods of 23 miles. Submerged, the best speed will be 
twelve and one-half miles, and fuel capacity is arranged 
for from 3500 to 7000 miles’ range. The hull is strongly 
reinforced, with double construction amidships, and 
the ten compartments bulkheaded off are dished to _ 
pressure. There are 10 torpedo 
tubes and 11 oes, and a 3-inch disappearing gun 
is also provided. Saftey devices, both automatic and 
mechanical, free the ballast tanks of water at certain 
depths, and three escapement compartments, one at 
either end and one in the pars Reto yeh 
alr locks, each equipped with a telephone buoy release 
for communication with Oe surface when submerged.

N cowl, habit and tonsure that marks the monk, a young man told his 
beads aboard the train bound for Antwerp. A woman hardly more than 
a girl kept her eyes fastened on the man of, prayer. She studied the 
devotion with which his fingers slipped from decade to decade of the 
long, well-worn rosary that hung from the.cincture about his waist. 
Although his lips appeared to move in humble supplication, the woman 
saw that he had failed to kiss the cross. This lapse was significant to her. 

“Spy!” the girl hissed into the face of the alleged ascetic. In an instant 
two guards had seized the young man and rushed him down the train corridor. 
The woman examined the small wicker basket left behind in the seat. She lifted 
the lid and found three pigeons. She recognized the famous war birds of all 
armed Europe. As a member of the field intelligence staff of the French War 
Ministry, she knew there were at least three “homers” who would fail to return 
with military information to the lofts at Cologne, Metz, Coblenz or other German 
post, and that another son would soon die for the Fatherland. 

. The -war. zone is honeycombed with master spies. General staffs demand 
intimate information of the plans, movements and intentions of the enemy. To 
get the details of the military forces and resources, strength of defenses, temper 
and health of troops and people, forage and food supplies, railroads and rolling 
stock, army officers volunteer to play the spy in the enemy’s country. 

The case of the supposed monk caught on his way to Antwerp with his 
messenger birds is lost in a series of startling captures in France, Germany, 
Austria, Russia and Belgium. lLaconic cables advise of arrests of army officers 
who come within the definition of spy as laid down by The Hague regulations 
respecting the laws and customs of war on land. Too often in the popular mind 
no distinction is made between scout and spy. One hears of aviator spies hovering 
over fortifications and camps. In fact, the aviator is not classed as a spy. He is 


a scout upon scout duty.

’ Article 29 of The Hague: regulations, referred to above, makes it plain that 
it is essential to the character of a spy that he should act clandestinely, under 


false pretenses, and that he should be,apprehended within the zone of operations 


of the hostile, belligerent forces, and that his object should be to obtain informa- 
tion against them. The Hague rules that once a spy regains his own army he 
must be treated as an ordinary prisoner of war in the event of his capture. 
Further, it is laid down that a soldier in uniform, even when captured within 
the enemy’s lines, shall be regarded as an ordinary prisoner of war. 


In a word, the scout lurks about the enemy to get information, but wears _

no disguise, although he takes advantage of every concealment. 
the enemy’s lines in disguise, and when caught he is shot if not hanged. 
Hague ordains that no spy shall be “punished” without trial. 

Because Of the death penalty no soldier is forced to act the spy against his 


will. When the war broke out the work of getting advance information of the 


movements and intentions of the enemy was transferred to what is known as - 


field intelligence departments. The aviators and other scouts learn the plans 
of today. The spy is relied on to obtain knowledge of value tomorrow as well 
as today. It is figuied that there are 6000 military aeroplanes and dirigibles in 
this war to discover field plans, reveal movements of armies and hurl bombs. 

The difficulty of a spy in a hostile country getting his secret reports back to 
his chief when fierce battle lines intervene, troops guard frontiers, and telegraph 
and wireless are shut off, is more apparent than real. War Ministers have 
clamped the lid down hard on all news dispatches covering military movements. 
A heavy ban oppresses the publication of facts which have not been examined by 
the official press bureaus. Genera) staffs have driven the correspondents from 
the field.

Censors 
hack copy filed.for transmis- 
sion. All this is enforced to 
guard against publicity which 
might furnish aid and comfort 
to the enemy, yet the spies speed 
their reports over the frontiers 
from the heart and vitals of the 
enemy. 

The General StaT and the 
censors fail to alarm the master 
spy, who works independent of 
the telegraph, the post or other 
human agency. He has in his 
hands a winged messenger ca- 
pable of making 80 miles an 
hour in clear weather, bearing 
its messages from beleagured 
towns and forts, gay capitals 
and panic-stricken villages, and 
high above siege guns belching 
hellfire and the crash of battle 
lines. 

This winged messenger is the 
war pigeon of Europe. Each

From the cables telling of spies captured with mes- 
senger pigeons in their possession, it is seen that the 
belligerent nations are keeping the birds on duty which 
could not safely be performed by man-made flying 
machines. . 

Belgium is known as “the cockpit of Europe.” It is 
also the pigeon loft, or colombier, of .curope.. The birds 
used by spies on the Continent are strains of the famous 
pigeon voyageur. Millions of racing pigeons cross the 
Belgian frontier. Nearly every village has its Societe 
Colombophile. Belgium taught Europe how to train 
homing pigeons apd these are the birds which the spies 
of the several nations at war are “tossing” in France, 
Germany, Belgium, Russia, Austria, even Switzerland, 
Spain and Italy. 

Europe wo e up to the value of the messenger pigeon 
in time of war when Paris was cut off from the rest 
of the world by the Prussians in the campaign of 1870 
and 1871. At the height of the siege, fanciers in the 
French eapital went to the authorities and erplained 
that if the birds were sent to Tours in balloons, the 
winged messengers would return with whatever news 
was intrusted ta them. Accordingly, more than 800 
homing pigeons sailed as captives in balloons out over 
the fortifications, returning With news, which, if put into

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"Crates of boming pigeons form a part of the equipmeat of French, Belgian and 
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volumes. 

Code words and numerals are often written or r painted 
on the tail feathers of the birds, each being full of mean- 
ing to knowing eyes. One pigeon was photog’aphed 
with the two French words, “bois” and “pont,” meaning 
wood and bridge, each followed by figures, which un- 
doubtedly gave the location of troops and their num- 
bers. 

An ingenious attempt to make observers out of the 
pigeons has scarcely proved successful. A tiny cam- 
era was strapped to the bird’s breast and set to make a 

snapshot by a timelock mechanism. Most of the pictures thus obtained have 

been too vague in outline to be of much value, probably owing to the great 
height at which the birds fly. ’ 

By a process of mr@photography, the equivalent of a 16-page newspaper 
was reproduced on a fiim, inserted in a quill, and fastened to the middle tail 
feather of the messenger bird. These films were thrown On a screen much as 
we might do today at the movies. 

As soon as peace was signed, Bismarck ordered military lofts established 
at the big forts and cities of Germany.

be able to move in any direction. Sinking and rising 
usually are regulated by water tanks and hydroplanes, 
which are really fins, and course is maintained by a 
ae which is to the ship what a fish’s tail is te its 
y. 

It is usually supplied with large water tanks and 
large compressed air tanks, the latter of which are used 
both in supplying oxygen to its occupants and in regu- 
lating its movements. When it is desired to sink the 
boat, the water tanks are allowed to fill. When the 
boat is to rise, water is driven out by compressed air. 


The degree of buoyancy at any level is regulated in this 


way. 

Its glimps<cs of the surface when it is several fathoms 
below surface sre obtained’ by what is known as a peri- 
scope. In essentia!s, tiis is arranged in the form of a 
tube on a long slender mast. rising from the top of the 
vessel. At the top of the mast ts a dise about three 
inches in diameter. By a mirror-and-prism arrange- 
ment, anything focused on the disc is revealed on a plate 
inside the boat. The disc can be rotated in all direo 
tions. Usually it is only necessary to elevate the disc 
a few feet above water to get a view of the surrounding 
waters. : 

Above water the boat is usually driven by gasoline 
power, with a supplementary electrical power for use 
under sea. Some of the very largest submarines can go

2000 miles on the surface. Their speed ranges as high 
as 18 knots an hour, as great speed as many battleships 
are capable of making. Below water, however, an eight- 
knot speed is about as much as the most powerful can 
develop. 

Ordinarily a submarine progresses beneath the sur- 
face at a depth of thirty-five to forty feet. The boats, 
on emergency, however, cari make a much greater depth. 
An American submarine broke a depth record by going 
down 286 feet. At that depth the water pressure was 
so great that streams@began pouring through seams 
and the bottom began to buckle. An officer afterwards 
declared that if the ship had gone three feet deeper it 
must have been crushed like an egg shell. 

It becomes apparent that almost any submarine can 
go far below the keel of the’ heaviest warship. It can- 
not maneuver freely there, however, and can do little 
damage with its torpedoes. The most effective torpedo 
fire is obtained at from twenty to thirty feet below 
the surface up to sea level. In firing from the depths, 
the vessel must be pointing upwards for the torpedo to 
find its mark. Most of the modern submarines have 
enough reserve air supply to enable the crew to remain 
under water from 24 to 36 hours if necessary. 

Some of the largest boats carry as many as eight 
torpedoes of the biggest and newest models. These, 
when discharged, are kept on their course by gyroscopic 
action and can cover a distance of two and one-half 
miles in three minutes. On the nose they are armed 
with a cutting device which is intended to make it pos- 
sible for them to break through a steel torpedo net. So 
accurately can they be aimed that a second torpedo

can be made to strike the exact spot hit by a first. 

It is said that a submarine ean creep within 100 feet 
of its target before delivering its blow, and still be 
immune from danger of the explosion, If the boat at 
sea finds itself in the midst of a hostile fleet, it can 
simply sink to a place of safety, where it can lie in 
wait for an opportunity to strike or. whence it can 
scuttle out of the danger zone. 

Although some of the largest foreign submarines 
are as much as 120 feet long, these are considered giants 
of their class. The German U-9, which wrecked the 
three British vessels, carried a crew of 20 men,.an un- 
usually large contingent. The quarters of the men 
are necessarily much restricted. When under water the 
men usually subsist on foods that do not require cook- 
ing, because fire is such a great consumer of the all- 
essential oxygen. 

The largest boats have torpedo tubes at the bow 
and stern. Each torpedo has a charge of high explosive 
that is set off when its nozzle strikes a resistance. In 
its rear is a propeller, driven by compressed air, to 
impart both momentum and direction. Such a torpedo 
striking a warship below the heavy armor line is 
almost certain to sink it. 

The Powers now at war have been building torpedo 
boats with frenzied rapidity the last few years. Great 
Britain leads with 69 in operation and 35 building.

Alphabet formed by tying knots in a string. 


N adaptation of the knotted string 
which served the ancient Per- 
uvians as a means of communi- 
cation, is suggested for the use 

of the blind, each knot representing, 
either alone or in combination, a letter 
of the English alphabet, says London 
Sketch. In its original form, the 
Peruvians, before the advent of the 
Spanish conquistadores, sent cords or 
thongs, suspended from a central top- 
band’ or cross ban from one village to 
another as a warning or a call for help. 
Late~, colored cords were introduced, 
and, as life grew more complex, an elab- 
orate system of knots was devised, by 
which laws, edicts and historical events 
could be communicated. Each village 
had its official, whose duty it was to 
interpret the message, or quipu, as it 
was termed, and to prepare and send 
such answers or other messages as were 
necessary. When the quipu came from 


a djstant province, an oral explanation 
was reguired, to enable the interpreter 
to correctly translate the knots. In the 
modern adaptation, the sightless pass 
the string between their fingers.

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Deadly Effects of sido | 
Gunnery 


R. OCTAVE LAURENT, surgeon of 

St. John’s Hospital, Brussels, who 

served with the allies right 

through the war in the Balkans, 

has just published an account of it from 

the viewpoint of the military surgeon. 

From a synopsis of his book in the Jour- 

nal of the American Medical Association 
the following facts are tat*en: 

Bulgaria, with a population of 4,300,000, 
put into the field more than 500,000 sol- 
diers. In the first war 30,000 were killed 
and about 53,000 wounded. In the second 
war 16,000 wére killed and 62,000 wound- 
ed. Thus, one-third of the effective force 
of the entire army, or 3 per cent of the 
population of the country, were either 
killed or wounded. 

In the month of July, 1913, 150,000 men 
were killed and wounded on both sides, 
and of these more than half, at least 80,- 
000, fell on the banks of the Bregalnitza 
in the six days from June 30 to July 5. 

Dr. Laurent quotes with approval the re- 
marks of a commentator on these figures 
who said that in the event of a war he- 
tween any two first-class European Pow- 
ers these figures would have to be mul- 
tiplied by 10. The proportion holding 
good there would be not less than 1,500,000 
dead and wounded in the course of the 
first month. 

Bulgaria used during the last war 32,- 
000,000 rifle bullets and 27,600,000 shrapnel 
balls. The artillery was responsible for 
more than half the deaths, but less than 
one-fifth of the wounded. 

The high velocity of modern rifle bul- 
lets is responsible for a surprisingly large 
number of wounds with no serious con- 
sequences.

Would Electrocute Flies 


N electric fly-swatter is the inven- 

tion of a German manufacturer.

The lower end is not con- 

nected so that ordinarily no current is 

passing through the coil. Whenever an 

insect is attracted to the trap and lights 

on the coil, it completes a circuit and is 
killed. 
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Folding Sheet Metal to 
HAT looks like an entirely new 
principle in wheel construction 
is shown in the accompanying 
_» “{lustration. It is the ‘inven- 

tion of Lawrence Zamboni, a mechanical 
@ngineer who has made a specialty of 
work in sheet metal. His idea is to 
make a wheel of any size and for almost 
any purpose by joining two sheets of 
metal, stamped in such a way that they 

will interlock in a double fold. 

In the drawing these folds are seen 
below the tire. The two sides are 
stamped separately from sheéts of steel 
6r brass; a ring of wire is placed upon 
one of them in the outermost fold; the 
two sides are placed together and one 
blow from the stamping press drives 


the folds into each other, turning down 
the fold in which the wire ring lies and 


locking the whole rigidly. The hub can_— 


be of any desired form, depending on 
the work for which the wheel is de 
signed. 

The same operation clamps the teeth 
of the outer rim into the edges of a 
solid ther tire, shapes them into the 
curve needed for the rim of a pulley 
wheel or to hold the tire of an automo- 
bile, a freight car or a wagon. 
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The Zamboni wheel. 


The wheel from which the illustration 
was taken is that of a roller skate to 
be mounted with ball bearings. A pulley 
wheel is much thinner at the hub and 
the rim, but the -interlocked folds are 
exactly the same. For the wheel of a 
freight or other railroad car the two 
steel plates are formed~into an ogival 
eurve as they approach the hub, there- 
by giving the wheel the strength of an 
arch. 

Mr. Zamboni claims for his wheel 
greater strength for the amount of 
material employed than in any other 
wheel; also that it can be made mdre 
easily than and at only a fraction of 
the cost of other wheels, and that it 
holds a rubber or leather tire more 
firmly. The importance of this last poin: 
will be understood best by machinists, 
for it makes practicable a leather-shod 
wheel for power shifting. A leather 
belt turning over a leather-shod wheel 
will have no slip whatever and there- 
fore will transmit 100 per cent of power. 
There is a multitude of machines, such

This patient’s other leg had been am- 
putated. The condition of this ankic 
made it impossible- that he should ever 
bend it again. “That foot is out of 


commission,” seid Dr. Murphy. “What 
can you do? You can expose the ankle, 
take off the lower articular surface of 
the tibia (the principal bone of the 
lower leg) and the upper articular sur- 
face of the astragalus (the ankle bone), 
freshen the surfaces of these bones, 
place them in accurate apposition, and 
then fix them by driving a 14 or 16 pen 
ny nail into the sole of the foot through 
the os calcis (heel bone) and astragalus 
into the tibia, and you get a bony anky- 
losis (stiffening of a joint by growth of 
eztra bone). He will have a sjiff ankle, 
but a leg he can walk on without any 
hazard.” 

Dr. Murphy cut away an inch and a 
half of the end of the tidia with oa 
chisel, and removed half an inch of the 
upper surface of the asthagalus. This 
gave him two good surfaces for con 
tact; he put the bones together with 
the foot at right angles to the leg and 
slightly inverted. To maintain this po- 
sition he drove two 16-penny natis into 
the sole of the foot, through Me oe calcis 
(heel bene) and astragalus into the tibia. 
one about one inch behind and slightly 
internal to the other. The wound was 
closed with horsehair and the leg was 
put into a plaster of Paris cast. The 
editor of “The Clinics of John B. 
Murphy, M. D.,” adds the comment: “The 
case progressed favorably.” 


Heed of the humerus (upper arm 
dene), fructured end dislocated in on au- 
tomodile accident on Jan. 9, 1914. On 
Jan. 21 Dr. Murphy opened up the 
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Lower end of femur (upper leg done) 
shattered in a railway accident on Jan. 
27; 1914. On Feb. 14 Dr. Murphy found 
the lower end of the upper fragment haf 
been drawn forward and dowkward till 
it penetrated the capsule of the knee 
joint, while the upper end of the lower 
fragment had been bent backward. The 
jagged bones cut through the skin. The 
leg was stretched by traction; the lower 
fragment was skidded into place; the 
two parts were fastened together with 
an cight-screw Lane plate and the leg 
waa put into a plaster cast. In this, as 
in other operations upon the bones, Dr. 
Murphy did not touch the wound with 
his hands, but performed all manipula- 
tion by means of instruments. This X- 
ray picture, taken on May 8, shows 
perfect union of the bones and the opera- 
tive wound had healed perfectly.

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VE hundred children died of whoop- 
ing cough in New York City last 
year. In 1906, according to the 
United States Census, 6324 children 

under 5 years of age died of whooping 
cough.

Public Health Service show that in 1919 
the death rate per 100,000 population ‘rom 
whooping cough was 11.4. 

A recent meeting of the New York 
Academy of Medicine section in pedi- 
atrics was devoted to a discussion of these 
figures, and an attempt to arouse the med- 
ical profession, the health authorities, he 
hospitals and the public to a greater aL 
preciation of the perilous nature of this 
conamon disease of childhood. It was 
brought out that whoeping cough is more 
Gangerous to young children than to older, 
26 per cent of the deaths being in children 
leas than 5 years of age. The mortality 
Statistics do not zive a proper impression 
of the ravages of whooping cough, for 
they do not include the deaths from other 
causes, such as summer diarrhoea, 
which whooping cough makes children 
enpecially susceptible and against which 
it diminishes their power of resistance 
end lessens their chances of survival. 

Wheoping cough is directly contagious; 
it is difficult to limit the spread of the 
disease because its most infectious period 
is Guring the first two weeks, when it Is 
@ifficult if not impossible to make a def'- 
aitc diagnosis. 

Children with whoopimg cough should 
live in the open air; their windows must 
be open at night and they must be kept 
in bed if their temperature is above 160 
degrees Fahrenheit. They should be fed 
with smal! quantities and often. When 


they thruw up a meal another should be 
given to replace the one lost.
